WasurmctTon, D. C., Nov. 17.—At a meeting 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee to-day Mr. 
Storrs presented a draft of the bill embodying 
a proposition that the Central and Union Pacfic 
Companies shall recouvev to the Government 
all unsold railroad lands between the 103d 
meridian and the castern boundary of Cali- 
fornia, amounting to about 6,000,000 acres, the 
Government crediting the Companies with the 
aggregate price thereof at $1.25 per acre, aud in 
addition the Companies shall pay into the Treas- 
ury of the United States scmi-anpually a sum 
which, together with this amount and one-half 
the cost of Government transportation, with 
interest on all these sums compounded semi- 
annually, will be sufficient to liquidate their in- 
debtedness to the Government bythe year 
—-  * 

Sidney Dillon, President of the Union Pacific, 
and Mr. Huntington, Vice-President of tbe 
Central Pacific, strongly contested the right of 
Congress to pass any bill altcring the terms of 
the original charters, but each pledged their 
respective com panies to a faituful performance 
ot the obligations proposed in the draft of the 
bill presented ov Mr. Storrs, provided Congress 
would pass it as a substitute tor Thurman’s bill. 
The representatives of the first- mortgage 
bondholders of the Kansas Pacific Company said 
they had no objection to Thurman’s bill, but if 
any new legislation was to be had conferring 
additional benefits and advantages on the Cen- 
tral and Union Pacific Companies by extending 
the time for their payment of indebtedness till 
1905, be would suggest it should be made con- 
ditional upon their compliance with tbe law of 
Congress which requires the main line and 
branches to be operated as one connected, con- 
tinuous line, without any discrimination either 
in favor of or adverse to any of the companies.

MEXICAN MATTERS.

Wasuinoton, D. C., Nov. 17.~Much anxiety 
is felt at the Mexican Legation at the non-ar- 
rival of Senor Zamacona.

HOUSE. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Nov. 17.—Mr. Atkins re- 
ported back the Army Appropriation bill with 
the Senate amendments, recommending concur- 
rence in some of the amendments and non- 
currence in others. Mr. Atkins explained that 
the Senate amendments were mainly im material, 
the chief point of difference between the two 
Houses being the clause limiting the army to 
20,000 men and limiting it to 25,000 men. 

The House theu proceeded to vote upon the 
amendment. The Senate amendment reducing 
the appropriation for the expenses of the Com- 
manding-General’s office from $3,000 to $2,500 
was concurred in. The next amendment was 
one striking out the clause providing, that 
four full cavalry regiments shall be kept 
up on the Texas frontier, and inserting, 
instead of it a proviso that cavalry regi- 
ments may be recruited to 1,000 men, and that 
a sufficient force of cavalry shall be employea in 
the defense of the Texas frontier. 

The recommendation of the Committee on Ap- 
propriations was to non-concur, but Mr. Foster 
moved to concur. Agreed to—Yeas, 140; nays, 


126. 

The following Democrats voted with the Repub- 

licans in the affirmative; Aiken, Benedict, Lock- 
wood, Hart, Gause, Mackay, Williams (Mich. ), 
Williame (Del.), Culberson, Mills (Tex.), Gid- 
dings. Schleicher, and Throckmorton. 
The next amendment of the Senate was to in- 
sert 25. 000 instead of 20,000 men in the clause 
prohibiting the recruiting of the army beyond that 
number. 

Mr. Foster moved toconcur. A vote was taken, 
and resulted. yeas, 134, nays, 130. The Repub- 
licans voted solidly in the affirmative, and were

The paragraph now reads: For the purchase of 
horses for cavalry and artillery and for Indian 
scouts and for such infantry as may be mounted, 
$200, 000, provided that the cavalry regiments may 
be recruited to 100 men in each company, and kept 
near as practicable at that number, and a sufficient 
force of cavalry shall be employed in the defense 
of the Mexican and Indian frontier of Texas; 
provided that nothing herein contained shall au- 
thorize the recruiting of the numberof men on 
the army rolls inclading Indian scouts and hospital 
stewards beyond 25, 000.” 

The amendment striking out the appropriation of 
6850, 000 for the conversion of 10-inch smooth 
beres into rifles was non-concurred in.

Mr. Stephens introduced a biil forthe financial 
relief of the country, and to facilitate the return 
to specie payment without injuriously affecting the 
commercial business and general industries of the 
people.

It provides that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall have prepared an issue of exchequer bills 
of various denominations to the amount of 8350. 
000.000, and that they shall be used for the re- 
demption and payment of outstanding legal-tender 
notes, and that such exchequer bills shall be re- 
ceivable in payment of all public and private dues, 
and shall be fundable in 3 per cent bonds. It di- 
recta the Secretary to give public notice of the 
proposed redemption of legal-terders, and to re- 
deem them in exchequer bills when presented in 
sums of $30 and its multiples, which exchange 
shall continue until the lst of Jannary. 1879. It 
also provides for a series of 3 per cent bonds pay- 
able incoin thirty years, after which the bond 
are to be sold or exchanged at par for coin or ex- 
chequer bills, and are to be also exchangeable after 
the lst of June, 79; for such legal-tenders as may 
be outstanding, 

it provides that all exchequer bills and -coin re- 
ceived in pay nent for these 3 per cent bonds shall 
be used in retiring outstanding bonds, bearing a 
higher rate of interest, and in order to meet inter- 
est, which is payable in coin, until the exchequer 
bills and coin be on a par. 

The Secretary is required to ro coin by sale 
in Europe or elsewhere of 4 and 4½ per cent bonds 
already authorized, 

Itempowers the National Banks to hold their 
legal reserves in 3 per cent bonds and provides that 
their stock shall not be assessed by State aathori- 
thes above their par value. 

Mr. Swann called up the bill appropriating 
$150, 000 for representation at the Paris Expo- 
sition.

000 
be shut out from the Paris Exposition, and 
whether the House and country were to be 
‘* whistled down the wind“ with any false ideas 
of economy.

Sr. Louis, Noy. 17.—The exciting topic of 
conversation here to-day has been the tragedy 
of yesterday, resulting in the wounding and 
capture of Frank Rande, the most desperate out- 
law that has figured in the West since the days 
of border warfare. Last night it was the opinion 
of the attending physicians that the desperado 
would not survive through twenty-four hours, as 
he had received a fearful shot through 
the left lung and one in the leg; but 
the wounded man has shown such evidences of 
superior vitality to-day that the belief is now 
expressed that he will eventually recover. 

The condition of Policeman White, who was 
also supposed to be fatally wounded, is like- 
wise encouraging, and his exceptionally fine 
constitution will doubtless pull him through. 
In his conversation to-day Rande bas 
been free in expressing himself about the 
sauguinary events of yesterday, though he 
denies being the actor in the horrible tragedies 
enacted at Gilson and St. Elmo, in the State of 
Illinois, during last August and September. 
Besides reporters, he has been visited by a num- 
ber of people to-day, and there does not seem to 
be any room for doubting his identitv. Among 
those who called to see him was Sheriff 
Hitchcock, of Peoria, who arrived this 
morning, J. W. Kimsey, Chief of Po- 
lice of Peoria, and Charles McKown, one 
of the men who was wounded at Gilson. 
The latter person, whose testimonv is of the 
greatest importance, instantly recognized Rande 
as the man who did such fearful work with an 
unerring navy revolver on the 6th of August. 

On referring to his capture, Rande expressed 
great regret that he had not killed both the po 
licemen and the pawnshop keeper who aided 
them, characterizing his failure to do so as the 
worst of his life He seemed to be proud of the 
notoriety he had gained, and laughingly said 
the papers made him as big as the pirates in the 
New York Weekly. ‘The papers did not give 
me a fair shake,” said he; they ought to have 
given that officer [Hefferman] who guarded me 
to the station-house particular hell. He is a 
coward, and I can whip him, sick aslam. I 
would just like to whack him over the head 
with that chair.“ ' 

Rande appears to be a well-educated fellow, 
and is posted on current topics. In speaking of 
his criminal career. he said: I admit that 1 
am a burglar and an adept scholar in roguery; 
but I called it philosoohy. 1 believe in an equal 
distribution of property, and simply proposed 
to help to do some of the distribution myself. 
I’ve been agood machinist, a handy man with car- 
penter’s tools, have studied for the ministry, and 
for medicine, and at last found the profession 
I tind the largest membership, 
I speak French, German, Swedish, 
Spanish, and Italian. I would have continued 
in the ministry, but found there were more 
rogues and hypocrites in that prufession than 
there was in that of the profession of roguery 
itself. I don’t want to talk about home 
or any of the folks. I've got my- 
self in a bad box, and don't want 
them to know where I am in this matter, and 
won't tell where they live. Ididn’t compre- 
hend how bad a box I was in till this morn- 
wg. I hada pocketbook containing a large 
number of express receipts. I concealed the 
pocketbook about my person tillI got to my 
cell-door, when it was picked up. With 
this clew the whole history of my 
burglary 1 will be made known. 
I bad just about wound up my tramping sum- 
mer campaign, and had got my stolen property 
along the lines of railroads, and was avout to 
have all the results of my labors massed ata 
town on the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 
Railroad, and expected to pass the winter 
luxuriously; but you can’t always tell in my 
line of business, and it ain't safe to crow 
till you get out of the woods. I 
had collected $1,000 worth of assorted goods, 
and could have set up a store on my own hook.”’ 

It will be seen from the tone of these utter- 
ances that the prisoner is utterly depraved and 
reckless, and a type of that class who care noth- 
ing for honor, danger, or consequences. 

Initormation was received from Bloomington, 
III., to-day that a box containing personal prop- 
erty belonging to Rande had been discovere: at 
that point. Among the effects was a diary 
showing that he had at one time been an inmate 
of the Penitentiary at Joliet, and the resolution 
to become an outlaw, with asworn and deadly 
hatred against all  peave-officers, was 
formed while there. According to his 
diary, the cruel and inhuman 
treatment received from officers of the Peni- 
tentiary incited the convict to a desperate vow, 
that if he ever got out of prison he would de- 
vote his life to crime and to the killing of any 
officer of the law who should undertake to ar- 


rest him. 
It is the opinion that in spite of 
fact that Rande was at 
bay in the pawn shop yesterday, 
with two stalwart and armed policemen menac- 
ing him, he would have escaped had it not been 
for the intrepid conduct of George Hess, the 
clerk of the pawnshop, who at the critica! mo- 
ment pulled the trigger of the cocked pistol, 
sending the bullet plowing through the left 
breast of the bandit, quickly prostrating him to 
the floor by the intense pain and the gush of 
blood from the ugly wound. 

Rande said to-day that having laid Officer 
White out, his aim was to get a shot at Officer 
Heflerman, and, 2 of him, to 
dash into the street, rush down to the river, 
three blocks away, jump into a skiff and pul! 
for life down the current, or to the other shore, 
but that the shot trom Hess made escape im- 
possible. ) 

In addition to those already named, who vis- 
ited Rande to-day, was George Lilly, the pro- 
prietor of the gunshop that was robbed by 
Rande the day before the Gilson tragedy. Lilly 
recognized Rande as the man whocalled at his shop 
and examined some guus and a pistol one day, 
and the following night burglarized the shop. 
This was one ortwo nights before the occur- 
rence of the tragedy at Gilson, 

Rande at first acknowledged that he was the 
man who visited the gun-shop, but afterwards 
denied it. It is understood that Gov. Puelps, 
provided Officer White does not die, of which 
there does not now seem to be a strong proba- 
bility, will consent to deliver Rande to the Gov- 
ernor of Illinois, should Rande himself recover, 
to be taked to Knox or be beng Counties, the 
scenes of his murderous exploits, for trial.

Indian Invasion Threatened—Escobedo Ac- 
quitted, and an Upright Judge Is Smitten 
Upon the Cheek. 

Ga.LvgEsTon, Tex., Nov. 17.—The News’ special 
from San Antonio says information has been 
received at headquarters from the border that 
several large parties of Indians, one of them 
composed of thirty-five bucks, have crossed into 
Texas to raid. Gen. Ord has notified the 
trontier people at various points where the 
raiders are expected to be on their guard. This 
is the most formidable invasion that has been 
attempted yet. The Indians were seen twelve 
miles west of Fredericksburg yesterday, and 
have stolen a lot of horses in this neighborhood.

This 
party is going westward. 

BROWNSVILLE, Nov. 17.—The trial of Gen. 
Escobedo for violation of the United States 
Neutrality law resulted in his acquittal, because 
it was not proven that the armed men to the 
number of 200 or 300, who were in camp with 
him, actually intended to invade Mexico. Dur- 
ing the trial Judge Morrel, of the United States 
Court, made some remarks from the bench 
which counsel for the defense regarded as 
reflecting on them, and to which they 
promptly replied at the time. Ex-Judge Rus- 
sell, one of the counsel for the defense, subse- 
qently addressed a note to Judge Morrel, ask- 
ing him to disclaim reflecting on him, which 
Judge Morrel refused to do, whereupon Judge 
Russell slapped Judge Morrel’s face in the 
street after the close of the trial. 

Sr. Louis. Mo., Nov. 17.—The Globe-Demo- 
crat’s special from Houston, Tex., says: It is 
rumored that Col. Villareal has invaded Mexico, 
fifty miles above Matamoras, in the interest of 
Gen. Escobedo and Lerdo; and to stir up a 
revolution in Tamaulipas. Villareal's force is 
small and inadequate to cope with Gen. Canales, 
commanding in 1 but he expects to 
be joined by adherents of Lerdo. 

Latest advices say Lieut. Bullis undoubted- 
ly destroyed the Indian camp at Saragossa. It 
is certain that a party of Mexicans and 
Indians from Chihuahua and Northern 
Mexico have crossed into Texas on the warpath 
in revenge for the invasion by Lieut. Bullis.

A FRESH START. 


Field & Leiter Have Secured the 
Exposition Buiiding. 


And Will Open in a Week in Grand 
Style—Alterations to Be 
Made 


Clearing Out the Wreck---Insurance on 
the Building---The Salvage. 


THE RUINS. 

A SCENE OF ACTIVITY AND BURNED RAGS. 

The scene around the ruins of the Field & 
Leiter building yesterday was one of extreme 
activity and industry. As early as 7 o'clock in 
the morning the boss carpenter, Mr. Pashley, 
with the assistance of a number of men, pro- 
ceeded toclear upa portion of the basement 
and plant braces against suspiciously situated 
timbers and pillars, and set them up straight 
and firmly secure them, so that it would be safe 
to put a force of men to work inside to clear up 
the debris. At that early hour the scene in the 
interior was unchanged. The broken pillars, bent 
iron girders, overhanging floors, and timberse— 
all were there in the same threatening attitude. 
The fourth floor, an overhanging semi-circie of 
timber and lumber, looked as though it micht 
come down at any time like a huge avalanche, 
and bury in its downward flight any who micht 
be so unfortunate as to be within reach of even 
its shadow. But the accident did not occur, be- 
cause every precaution was used to prevent it. 
Shortly after the pillars had been braced, Mr. 
Bell, the Assistant Superintendent of the retail 
department, hired about 100 hands, a number 
which was soon increased to 150, and in the 
afternoon to 210, who were put to work for the 
insurance companies as 

A SALVAGE CORPS, 

to get out as much ofthe goods as possible. 
Outside the building there was placed the usual 
rope at the edge of the sidewalk, so as to kecp 
out the multitude. Vast crowds of people hov- 
ered around the scene on State and Washing- 
ton streets, to gaze and be gazed upon. The 
most curious and inquiring people were the 

ntler sex. Women elegantly clad did not 

tate to stop both policemen and reporters 
to anxious! inquire when the dam- 
aged would be sold, what 
they were worth, and how much they 
would bring, and whether an $8-a-yard silk, but 
little soiled, wouldn't go for less than 10 cents 
on the dollar, in case there was an auction sale. 
The policemen usually answered in the aflirm- 
ative, while the reporters, who are all single 
men and handsome, n’t the least knowledge 
on the subject. 
THE SEARCH FOR THE DEAD 

was continued during the day, the debris being 
cleared from the northeast end, where the tank 
had tallen, but no other bodies were found, and 


it is not believed by either Mr. Bell 
or Pashley’ that any persons were 
buriea in the ruins and killed 


except the two unfortunate tiremen. The over- 
hanging and dangerous debris on the third and 
fourth floors . all removed during the fore- 
noon, and by 12 o’clock the scene on the inside 
was somewhat changed, and presented a more 
quiet and less chaotic aspect. The cellar,or base- 
ment rather, under the cupola, had been in part 
cleared away, and outside of the door, on Wash- 
ington, was carried an indescribable mass. Here 
lay beautiiul woolen robes, slightly damaged. 
At another spot lay matted together great cords 
of rags that had once been silks worth $8 a vari. 
There were great counters, charred timbers, old 
and inhospitable-looking store-stools, lumber, 
in fact everything, thrown into one great 
chaotic medley which it would be hard to de- 


ecribe. 
MASS OF STUFF 
was being carted to the northeastern portion of 
the Exposition Building. During the day this 
mass was added to until the State and Washbing- 
ton street sidewalks appeared like a massive forti- 
fication, nade of cords upon cords of cot- 
tons, flannels, silks, white goods, mattressea, 
dress | ops, parasols, kid gloves, and umbrel- 
las. The pile was fully five to six feet high, and 
in places fourteen. to sixteen feet wide. These 
goods were mostiv taken from the basement, 
u the centre and porthwestern and northeastern 
portions of the building. All that was brought 
out of the building yesterday was little else 
than paper rags, the goods being so badly dam- 
aged. Great rolls of black corded silk were 
scorched, and cut. and watcr-soaked, with not a 
vestige of a redeeming feature about them. 
Everything was ruined,—hopelessly so,—and the 
insurance meu so viewed it. 
THE BIG FORCE OF MEN 
brought out a great many more pieces of goods 
and rags than the wagons were able to cart 
away, and they were kept piled up on the side- 
walk, to be guarded during the night by our 
vigilant police, who, by-the-by, did their duty 
nobly. The firm’s employes, too, deserve great 
credit, since they labored like Trojans, and none 
of them forgot now to be civil and courteous to 
all under the mosi aggravating and perpiexing 
circumstances. 
AT THE TAYLOR BUILDING 

the emploves were still engaged in sorting and 
arranging the stock that was saved, and classi- 
fying it mto the different numbers arranged for 
them. One of the insurance men present told a 
TRIBUNE reporter that from $175,000 to 8200, 
000 worth of goods had been saved undamaged. 
He calculate that the insurance companies 
would save about 25 to 30 per cent on their 
risks by taking the salvage and sclling the 
stock. He did not know what would be done,— 
whether Messrs. Field, Leiter & Co. would take 
it, or whether the insurance companies would 
sell it. 


THE NEW QUARTERS. 
MR. L. Z. LEITER. 

During the afternoon a TRIBUNE reporter ran 
across Mr. L. Z. Leiter, in the ruins of the old 
building. Mr. Leiter had only arrived from 
New York vesterday morning. He was busy, 
brisk, and pleasant as usual. He did not say 
much, however, as regards information as to 
future movements of the firm. He saifl: 

“I have been away, and I am only doing my

INSURANCE. 

THE VARIOUS COMMITTERS 
appointed by the underwriters to attend to the 
salvage, the adjustment of losses, etc., were 
busy all day yesterday with the trusts imposed 
upon them. The Committee on Fixtures have 
engaged an expert in the person of William F. 
Clark, an old and experienced adjuster, to aid 
them in their work. The fixtures in the upper 
stories are still in fair condition, and can all be 
used again. Those on the first floor, which. were 
the finest and most costly, are badly damaged, 
and some of them are almost worthless. The 
loss on this class wiil undoubtedly amount to 
from 70 to 75 per cent. 

The Package Committee was at the Exposi- 
tion Building all day yesterday, and looked at 
the goods as they were unpacked from the cases. 
It is now believed that the loss on this class 
will be larger than at first supposed, most of 
the goods being damaged by smoke and water. 

The Committee on Retail Stock were also at 
the Exposition all day, amusing themselves in 
the same manner as the Package Committee. 

No action has yet been taken in regard to the 
adjustment of the losses on the building. 
Mesers. Straight & Lyman received a dispatch

It will be noticed that some of the companies 
are not of the best standing. and two or three 
ot them are said to be bursted. It was difficult 
to get good insurance on the building, as nearly 
every respousible eompany had a risk on the 
stock, and companies do pot insure both on a 
building and the contents. One company, how- 
ever, the Home of Newark, has a risk on the 
stock and also on the building. The latter risk 
was taken by the home office over the head of 
the Chicago agent only to get the premium, and 
for this greedinessthe Company is now $2,500 
worse off than it would have been had it observ- 
ed the rules. The insurance men here sre of 
the opinion that the building can be rebuilt at 
an outlay of from $75,000 to $100,000, which 
will be a loss of from 50 to 60 per cent. 


A SUGGESTION. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CIA, Nov. 17.—In calling the attention 
of the merchants of Chicago to the importance 
of adopting some system for saving the largest 
amount of goods possible in the case of fire. I 
wish to offer the following suggestion for their 
examination: 

Let the city provide for each fire district a 


certain number of light box or sheet-iron trucks, 
which can be filled with goods, and, after being 
locked, run into the street aud left there in 
periect safety until it becomes necessary to re- 
move them. I think that this plan, if adopted. 
would be the means of saving, during the year, 
a great amount of valuable property which 
otherwise wonld be destroyed. Ir the fire of 
Thursday night, which destroyed near $500,000 
worth of goods, it is true that more than ordi- 
nary method was observed in the efforts made 
to save a portion of the property, vet the salvage 
was not ove-fourth what it might have been had 
the work of saying the goods been conducted 
differently.

Funeral Services of the Late Will- 
iam F. Coolbaugh. | 


Eloquent Remarks by the Rev. William 
Alvin Bartlett. 


Great Concourse of Mourning Friends--- 
The Floral Decorations. 


All that was mortal of the late William F. 
Coolbaugh was duly and solemnly buried yes- 
terday at Graceland. The funeral services were 
held at the dead banker’s late residence, No. 
120 Calumet avenue, and were attended by a 
larger and more distinguished concourse of 
mourners than has been seen on such an occa- 
sion in this city for manyaday. The body of 
the dead man lay in its calm repose in the li- 
brary, in a handsome metallic casket with rose- 
wood finish, beautifully lined with white satin, 
and ornate with its heavy silver mountings. 
‘The massive rectangular silver plate bore the 
inscription: 

Born July 1, 1821. 


William Findlay Coolbaugh. 
Died Nev. 14, 1877. 

Into the room where lay the dead passed the

at the cold form of their late friend. The 
features were well preserved, so much so that 
the universal comment was How natural and

Judge Doolittle, at the conclusion of this pre- 
liminary service, announced that his friend, the 
Rev. Dr. Bartlett, for a long time a near neigh- 
bor and intimate triend of the deceased in this 
city, would, by request, make a few remarks. 

A deeper and, if anything, more solemn hush 
fell on the concourse of mourners as 
"| DR. BARTLETT, 
standing on the second step of the broad stair- 
case, paused a moment and then delivered the 
following eloquent and impressive oration: 

I was providentially sojourning a few days in 
this city, which I have so recently left, and was 
overtaken with this terrible calamity, the sor- 
row of which disqualiiics me for such a service. 
My friends, we have brougbt our sympathies 
this morning into the shadow of an awful mys- 
tery, and vet into the presence of a terrible fact. 
We are not now living in the age in which Seneca 
could defend such a taking-off, and in which 

ublic opinion favored it. Nor, again, are we 
fiving in a day in which superstition hung around 
it all its horrors, and Church and State combined 
to wreak their vengeance upon the body of the 
dead. But we stand beyond eighteen Christian 
centuries of light, and there is just this much of 
morality about the method of his going and no 
more. e died r for as much 
as any man bereft of his reason, and that is all 
there is of that. All men ask the cause of this 
unseating of such a lordly mind. In this age 
we demand the immediate cause of every effect. 
We want the cause to be distinct and emphatic, 
so that We can propounce it in a word; so that 
we can utter it in a phrase. My friends, 


there was no such cause for the un- 
seating of his reason. It was the 
process of a long series of  vears, 


and along and varied combination of events: 
the shock of the great fire, in which so many of 
us Wrought; the succeeding panic, in which he 
made a coniessed mistake,—one unlike his cour- 
age, unlike the clear foresight that had always 
been his hitherto attendant. Since then those 
who have known him best have on rare occa- 
sions, here and there, at long intervals, felt that 
his mind was not at its firmest, and, one thing 
after another occurring, the fret, and worry, and 
heated blood of this great flery centre in which 
you live wrought some breaking between the 
mind aud body, into the subtle analysis of 
which no medical science can enter. How does 
any man’s disease begin? Who van tell? It is 
this combination of events, breaking in and on 
for these years, that has culminated in this last 
catastrophe, that he resisted, riding up and 
down, fighting the demon that seemed to assail 
him, until he was overpowered. 

This is not the piace for fulsome eulogy. Mr. 
Coolbaugh needs none. I am not here to man- 
utacture a character and fititto him. He was 
a well-defined and emphatic character of his 
own, and such as he was you have known him, 
and that is all the honor he claims or would 
allow, were he here on this occa- 
sion. There are evidences from the 
result of his death that he was aman of power. 
Telegrams which have been pouring in from the 
country Dear two strains: one is to his business 
soundness, which they could not have ques- 
tioned; the other as carrying the tide of sym- 
pathy, which showed the majestic influence of 
the man, and the great social force that he held. 
His carger from that quiet farm in that forlorn 
county in Pennsylvania, which can grow noth- 
ing else but men, from the day he left it, as a 
boy of 15, striking Philadelphia and taking the 
position of a second porter in a store, till the day 
he drops out trom sight, there has been 
what men would call a strong career at least. 
There bas been some mental force, some com- 
bination of power, working to bring out this re- 
sult. He won at once the respect of his em- 
ployers by his integrity and his business virtues. 
His comiug West, his handling large sums for 
them, his establishing himself in business, his 
beginning the banking business, his services in 
the State Senate of lowa, his being appointed 
its first loan agent, his influence upon the mon- 
etary matters of that State and in its Constitu- 
tion, his organization of their bank, his transfer 
bere as a representative of that bank, 
bis business career from beginning to end,— 
this career, so rapidly traced, carries one su- 
preme thought of a master mind in finance, and 
of a man of unblemished and unquestioned in- 
tegrity. . 

He was an honest man, whatever else he was 
or was not. No banker, no one who ever dealt 
with him, but felt that. He was no trimmer 


and no trickster. He was aman that despised 
shams, and fraud, and littleness; plain and 


democratic, not so mach in the irit 
| of that word as in its breadth. ig. bakes ete. 
pery and nonsense. If I wereto sum up his 
usiness qualities in a word, I should say fidel- 
ity, integrity, honest y, parity of purpose in all 
financial affairs, and the warm personal 
force that he put into them, and, added to 
those, a keen insight into character. Follow 
the line of his serviern, Sependent upon the 
glance of his eye and acquaintance with 
men, and it shows a remarkable know! of 
human nature. He comes to this business cen- 
tre vour friend, your neighbor. He is not meas- 
ured simply by the bauk and the business. He 
had a literary taste of no low order. He loved 
books. He loved exquisite poetry. He 
reveled in such as ions. He loved 
good men. The range of his acquaint- 
ance with both political parties was among the 
great men of the land * and they 
were guests at this house. He was a man not 
unacquainted with religion. He was a constant 
attendant at church. say constant, not that 
he attended every service, but a regular attend- 
ant at some church. He nad a breadth af ob- 
servation or this subject that did not lead him 
to close connection with any Church, but be was 
instructed in Christian tnings. These blessed 
words that have been read by Dr. Sullivan were 
familiar to him. He enjoyed the pare service. 
And this was a peculiarity of it. e was a 
reticent man. He took counsel literally,—you 
might almost make it a sweeping as- 
sertion,—of no man- He had no per- 
sonal advisers. He was self-poised,—too much 
so, which was one of the causes of his break- 
ing. None held his inner confidence. If this 
was so in business, it was so in religion; and 
this is simply the point I make: That it be- 
comes neither you nor me to enter into the 
mysteries of his soul’s life. We are neither 
delegated of God nor of man, nor have we the 
scrutiny to judge souls. 

{ dare hardly to come into the closer circle of 
his family tife. He was a man who loved his 
home. He wasa home man—a domestic man. 
His chief pieasure was bere. He loved his chil- 
dren. Oh! to have seen him fondie them, and 
romp with them, and carry them, and nurse 
them in their sickness, as I have seen him; 
and then to . them up and have them, 
even to the little baby that could hardly lisp 
sing those beautiful Sabbath-school hymns. 1 

— 1 that only last Sabbath he had them 

by his side and they sang for him the Sweet 
By and By.“ Here was the sanctuary that he 
loved, and in which he lived. 

Itis astonishing, my friends, that we are to- 
day to take away one whose mind men came to 
consult; who touched every spring of business 
and of commerce in this great centre by his ad- 
vice one way or another; that that mind so self- 
poised, so sure, should be the one to break. 
Yet such it is, 

1 shall not speak of her, the chief sufferer by 
this unspeakable calamity, save only to say, in 
her own words. as she told me yesterday: Mr. 
Bartlett, my heart is broken! My heart is bro- 
ken!” Every one is familiar with his social 
qualities; with his genial, kindiy temper aud 
method. To this bereaved family you may 
bring your sympathies and your tears. They 
are worthy of them, The community readily 
adjusts itself to anything; but the family, oh! 
how the wearv years flow on, and he never more 
cometh! How he will be mourned at the table 
here, at the helm dowu the street, by 
this man and that man, and the other 
whom we do not know; by many poor that i 
krow he has relieved, not ostentatiously, but 
with the quiet method in which he was accus- 
tomed to act! Here and there they are af 
mourning to-day throughout this great city. 
He belongs, my friends, to the series of events 
and the class of men that have made this city 
famous. Take a generous pride in his memory. 
His character was forged in the hot demands of 
this Western formative era. A child of the 
period, be fell a martyr to this eager, over- 
driven age. He belongs to you,—a representa- 
tive of Chicago’s greatness, enterprise, and suc- 
cess. Keepa lustre over his worthy qualities. 
Cherish the grand things in his (a- 
reer, and with Charity's white hand 
shield his faults. Stop slander's tongue, 
which, from malice or sensation, distorts and 
exaggerates his blemishes, and blight the gus- 
stp, busy with imaginary troubles.

The Kate L. Bruce was chartered at this port tne 
same day—Saturday, Nov. 3—that the ill-fated 
Magellan was, and cleared the following day with 
21.250 bu of wheat on board for Buffalo. A 
search through the reports of the 
vessels that passed through Port Huron for 
ten days after the Bruce left fails to discover 
her name among them, and nothing having been 
beard from her or her crew, it is believed she has 
foundered, as reported in the above telegram; and 
all on board are lost. A long time—twelve days— 
has elapsed since she cleared from this port, and it 
is reasonable to suppose that she should have been 
heard from were she or her crew safe. It is be- 


lieved there were eight men, including the Cap- . 


tain. on board of her. 

Vessels that cleared from here the same time the 
Bruce did passed Port Huron on the IIth and 12th 
inst. Among them were the Sam Ellsworth, M. .

The terms of Stephen Girard’s will limited 
the benefits of his bequest to orphans for a certain 
time to the City of Philadelphia. after that to the 
State of Pennsylvania, and it was not until the es- 
tate had increased to a value which would warrant 
s proportionate enlargement of the college build- 
ings that children of New York City were to be ad- 
mitted. The requisite enlargement hes just been 
made, and R is now in order for orphans of New 
York to apply for admission. The number of pu- 
pile is to be increased to 870, and forty vacancies 
remain yet unflied. 


The Rev. R. W. Dale, the eminent English 
clergyman who has just finished a course of lectures 
before the Yale Divinity School, is nota believer 
in tae orthodox Hell.

The site of 
this proposed suburban paradise is at present 
merely asand barren, abounding in mosqu'toes, 
but a lavish outlay of money may make the venture 
as great a success as A. T. Stewart's Garden City. 


The first original work by Praxiteles, the 
famed greatest of Greek sculptors, that the mod- 
ern world has ever seen has been found im the 
temple of Zeus at Olympia. It is a colossal mar- 
ble statue of anude youth, of which the lower 
part of the legs and the right fore-arm are waut- 
ing: absent, also, is the form of a little boy which 
had well rested upon the left arm. The scu:pture 1s 
exquisite, ana the head is marked by the finest aud 
most epiritualized youthful beauty. The statue 
perfectly agrees with the description of a marble 
Hermes carrying the boy Dionysius, by Praxiteles. 
which was recorded by the histurical Pausanias as 
1 gift to the temple in his day. 


The Comte de Lally-Tollendal, the last 
lineal descendant of the Lally-Tollendal who de- 
fended the French interests in India against the 
British during the Seven Years’ War, died in a coal 
cellarin London a few weeks since. If he bad 
been known, his necessities would have been pro- 
vided for, but he was too prond to take any charity 
except that furnished atthe publicexpense. He 
went every day tothe Bureau of the Societe de 
Bienfaisance, where the officer in attendance pre- 
sented him with some bread made up in a parcel, 
and, baving received it witha bow, he departed. Le 
asked for nothing and the very nature of the gift 
was concealed. It may be presumed that in similar 
way he sought and obtained the shelter of a coai- 
hole. The place is described as horribiy filthy and 
unwholesome, but it was a refuge. and the tsilor 
who let him take rest in it did it out of charity. 


A conference was held in aid of the estab- 
lishment of an iff_ustrial home for the reforma- 
tion of women whoare habitual drunkards at the 
Mansion House in London recently. It was stated 
that during 1876 no less than 5. 588 women were 
committed for drunkenness to Westminster Prison 
slone, being an increase of 708 in the year, and of 
3,074 In the last six years. They were of all ages, 
from 15 upwards, and many had been previously 
committed—some even as many as 100 times. 
Short sentences and punishment appeared utterly 
to fail in effecting any reformation, showing the 
extreme need of a eanitariam or reformatory 
especially adapted for that clase, no existing insti- 
tution being able to give to such cases the special 
treatment and length of time absolutely necessary 
to effecta permanent cure. It was accordingly 
Droposed to establish an industrial home on the 
principle that sufficient time should be given to 
enable the nerves to recovera healthy tone, as 
there would then be every hope, with the aid of re- 

ious and moral influence and constant medical 
supervision, that many whose lives were now a 
misery to themselves and others would be restored 
to a higher state of existence, and become usefal 
members of society.

Through the intercession of Ma). Walsh, Sitting 
Bull was persuaded to hold a special conference 
with me. He agreed to come, after dark, to the 
quarters which had been assigned to me, on the 
condition that nobody should be present except 
himeelf, his interlocutor, Maj. Walsh, two inter- 
preters, and the stenographer I had employed for 
the occasion. . lt was at this joncture that 
I began to question the great savage before me in 
regard to the most disastrous, most mysterious 
“Indian battle of the century—Custer's encounter 
with the Sioux on the Big Horn—the Thermopyle 
of the Plains. 

“WE THOUGHT WE WERE WHIPPED.” 

The testimony of Sitting Bull, which I am about 
to give, is the more couvineing and important from 
the very fact of the one erroneous impression he 
derived as to the identity of the officer in command 
of the forces which assailed his camp. He con- 
founds Reno with Custer. He supposes that one 
and the same General crossed the Little Big horn 
where Reno croased, charged as Reno charged, re- 
treated as Reno retreated back over the river, and 
then pursued the line of Custer's march, attacked 
as Custer attacked, and fell as Custer fell.

POOR CUSTER’S ILL LUCK. 

In face of the facts, this statement of Sitting 
Bull sounds like satire. For; all through that 
fierce afternoon, when Gen. George A. Custer was 
advancing, retreating, fighting. until he fell with 
bis glorious comrades around him, he was fighting 
according to a plan of battle which ne had pre- 
viously marked out, and a part of which Reno had 
faiied in. Whatever may be said of Custer's 
Splendid rashness.“ whatever liberiy he may 
have taxen in interpreting the orders of his superi- 
or officer, this at least becomes clear, that when he 
entered upon his last engagement he had a con- 
certed plan. 

Having, oy the fury of his own assaults, drawn 
all, or next to all, the warrior@ in Sitting Buil's 
encampment to his own front, he awaited, fichting 
against fearful odds for three hours, the support, — 
the attack in another direction of the officer to 
whom he bad intrusted the guidance of more than 
one-fourth of hie command. That officer, having 
at the outset received a check, was restrained with- 
in his citadel during the last two of those 
perilous three hours, although. according to 
Sitting Bull, there were none but squaws, old men, 
and little Indian children infrontof him. Bya 
renewed assault at that time, when the Indians 
believed that the bluffs he occupied were almost 
forsaken, he might have swept through the Sioux 
camp like a burricane, putting its inmates to flight.

FINANCIAL. 


READING, PA. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Paiapevruia, Nov. 17.—The suspension of 
the Reading Savings Bank, foliowed by the stop- 
page of every banking institution in the city 
except the national institutions, was mainly 
owing to a disposition to go to the utmost limit 
in assisting its debtors of the manufacturing 
class, rather than precipitate a cessation of 
business that their failure wouid make inevita- 
ble. Large manufacturing and mining interests, 
involving the employment of a large number 
of operatives in the coal and iron districts, were 
dependent upon the advances made. A 
year ago the deposits were $1,400,000, 
and in two years they have shrunk 
$700,000, but despite that the bank has dis- 
counted good paper freely, and helped out 
everybody that seemed deserving. Last night 
the Hon. George P. Stitsel and Henry A. Muhl- 
ehberg were appointed Assignees, and wil) fur- 
nish a statement as soon as possible, clerks be- 
ing at work night and day upon the books. 
President Boas savs all bis private property will 
be sacrificed if need be to pay the claims of de- 
positors, but it was believed that sufficient 
would be realized from the assets to pay all 
liabilities. Nothing would be withheld from the 
creditors of the bank. 

The Cashiér, another member of the Boas 
family, talks in the same way. An assignment 
of all the Boas estate would be made. There 
had been a large withdrawal of deposits during 
the summer, avd since the Jay Cooke failure 
the bank has paid out over $700,000 to their de- 
positors. He stated that the First National 
Bank, the business of which has been conducted 
in the same building, would be in no wise ef- 
fected by the business of the Reading Savings 
Bank. 

Even more serious than the suspension of this 
bank is that of Bushong & Brother. This firm 
has been the custodian of accounts of many 
large mining and manufacturing concerns, and 
has had unlimited confidence. They suspended 
in 1873, but only to avoid a run, and resumed 
without impairment of credit. At that time 
their deposits amounted to $1,900,000. At pres- 
ent their deposits amount to between $300,000 
and $400,000. They say their depositors are 
amply secured, and will be paid dollar for dol- 
lar. They have devoted themselves for four 
years in paving off the claims against them, and 
this should be an assurance that no loss would 
be incurred by the present suspension. 

Messrs. Bover & Sellers, proprietors of the 
Dime Savings Bank, which suspended 8 
day, were engaged in discounting notes, buying 
and selling stocks, and doing a general broker- 
age and commission business. The deposits are 
not believed to have been large at the time of 
the suspension, and that they do not exceed 
$12,000 to $15,000. 

The excitement over the closing of the Read- 
ing and Dime Savings Banks, and the banking- 
house of Busbong & Bro., is still very intense. 
Crowds of people from the country districts 
who have money on deposit in these banks came 
into town this morning to find out how matters 
stand, which helps to increase the excitement. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Noy. 17.—A dispatch 
from Reading says: There is now a run being 
made on the First National Bank of this city. 
A large crowa is surrounding the door. Several 
wealthy citizens, in order to show confidence in 
the institution, are making deposits.“ 

READING, Pa., Nov. 17.—A represeatative of 
the Associated Press visited the three National 
Banks doing business here, in view of the 
Philadelphia dispatch reporting a run, and 
this is the result: Henry 8. Eckert, Presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ National Bank, 
said: We are doing less than the usual busi- 
ness, and receiving more than we pay out.”’ 
W. H. Clymer, President of the First National, 
said: There is no run on our bank, and we are 
receiving nearly as much as we payout. We 
are ready to meet any demand, and will con- 
tinue to cash checks as fast as they are present- 
ed.“ Charles B. McKnight, Cashier of the 
National Union Bank, said: “More money was 
coming inthan going out. There is no excite- 
ment worth mentioning, and the reports con- 
cerning runs are without foundation.” 


POPPENHAUSEN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 17.—Conrad Poppenhusen, 
the owner of all the railroads on Long Island, 
to-day filed a voluntary petition in bankruptcy. 
The ascertained liabilities amounts to $3,500,- 
000, while the assets are- put at 37.300, 000 in 
round numbers. The greater number of cred- 
itors, twenty-six in all, are secured in the whole 
or in part by securities of the Long Island Rail- 
road and other stock. The collaterals here 
by the creditors are given at their pat value, aud 
are said to amount to nearlv $7,500,000. The 
securities in possession of creditors are said to 
have cost Poppenhusen $6,500,000. A sum of 
over $5,000,000 in cash has been sunk in these 
railroads by Mr. Poppenhusen for the 
development of the traffic, extending lines, 
improving the permanent ways, and the 
purchase of rolling stock, bonds, ete. 
Among the creditors, Drexel, Morgan & Co. 
have claims for $1,214,900. for which they hold 
securities of the par value of $4,378,600. These 
facts effectually — 1 of the rumors regard- 
ing this house, which were startcd at the time 
Mr. Poppenhusen’s failure was prophesied, and 
when stock speculators were disposed to make 
the most thev could of any and all reports, no 
matter how wild. This showing of fleures set- 
tles the last of the rumors, which have been 
vroved without foundation in fact, and the 
Banbe of Drexel, Morgan & Co. has never stood 
in a more sound condition and confidence than 
it does to-day. | '

A MONSTER VESSEL. 
Spectal Disnatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 17.—The largest steamship, 
except the Great Eastern, ever built is now 
moored tothe wharf of the French Steamship 
Company, North River. She is named the 
Hooper, and ha heretofore been used in 
the laving of telegraph cables. This is 
her, first trip to this country. She was 
built at Newcastie-on-Tyne in 1873. and is 
classed 100 Al at Lloyds. She is 350 feet over 
all, fifty-five broad, and thirty-six deep, built of 
iron, and rigged as a three-masted schooner. 


She is registered as 4.985 tons. 
but has a capacity of 6,000 tous 
exclusive of passengers. She has two 


compound inverted engines of 400 nominal 
horse-power, built by T. Clark & Co., of New- 
castle, and is fitted with steam windlass, 
winches, crane, aud ballast, and donkey en- 
gines. Inher are three cable tanks, one forty- 
one feet in diameter and thirty feet deep, an- 
other fifty-three by thirty feet, and the 
third fifty-one by thirty feet. In the 
centre one there have been stored 57,000 
bushels of corn. Inthe spaces between these 
tanks she has room for 400 tons of freight. She 
will carry out the largest cargo that ever left 
any port in the United States. On board of ber 
are all the means and appurtenanccs for the 
laying of cables. She is manned by a crew of 
100 men, and will be oben to inspection to- 
morrow.

There is now a little discrimination in favor of 


grain of the speculative grades, the receipts of which 
are dated since last Thursday Such receipts are 
deliverable as regular all through the winter 
term without extra storage charge; while receipts 
dated previous to the commencement of the winter 
term will soon be subject to a reduction from the 
selling price to make them regular, —the allowance 
being for storage accrued up to Dec. 15. 

The Board of Trade adjourned Saturday at ngon, 
being on hand earlier than usual, to enable its 
members to attend the funeral of the late Hon. W. 
F. Coolbaugh. For this reason there was much 
less business transacted than the average volume. 
The markets were rather steady. Hogs and pro- 
visions were easier, wheat lower, and there was 
little change in other breadstufls, though 
corn was firmer early. The trading was 
chiefly in futures, though there was a fair inquiry 
by shippers for wheat and corn, and some barley 
was wanted on outside orders. The weather was 
clearer, and apparently more settled, which favored 
an increase in the volume of our receipts, espe- 
cially looking towards more new corn; but the 
temperature was high for this season of the year. 
Jobvers of dry goods report a well sustained or- 
der demand, but there is comparatively little doing 
in the way of personal selections. Sheetings and 
shirtings, prints, winter dress fabrics, cloakings, 
hosiery, flannels, and notions received the most 
attention. No important price-changes were noted. 
The grocery market was reasonably active, and 
ruled rather firmer than on the earlier days of the 
week. Sugars, sirups, molasses, and spices were 
moving freely, and displayed slightly increased 
strength. The coffee market remained dull aud 
easy. Teas were quiet and steady. There was fair 
activity in the demand for foreign dried fruits, and 
some lines of domestic dried were also meeting 
with a liberal inquiry.

THE TURF. 
“ RINGERS” AND THEIR PUNISHMENT. 

Mr. John T. Hicks, the well known turfman of 
Boston, has done the public a great service by ex- 
posing the operations of a gang that worked the 
Eastern Fall Circuit with a lot of ringers. He 
says that in the 2:37 and 2:32 classes at the recent 
Boston meeting there were no less than five horses 
entered that had records from 2:37 to 2:30. The 
first one caught was a bay mare entered under the 
name of Fannie P. Mr. Hicks says that the same 
animal was known at the meetings in the Pennsyl- 
vania oil fegions as Maggie Elliott, butthat she is 
none other than the well known trotter Ella 
Clay, owned by Mr. Robert Terril, of Paris, 
Ky., and | to George Shawhan and James 
Offut, of the same place. Her record is 2:27, 
and she is a half -sister to Granville, formerly own- 
ed by Mr. H. C. Goodrich, of thie city. It is said 
that the men who controlled her had good luck in 
the oil regions until they reached Clarion, Pa., 
when somebody dosed the mare, so that when Bos- 
ton was reached she could not trot a bit, the whole 
party going broke on her. Some philanthropic 
individual paid the debts for which she was at- 
tached, and started for Canada, where she will prob- 
ably be heard of during the coming winter. Shaw- 
han, Offut, and the mare have been expelled. 

But the second horse that Mr. Hicks calls atten- 
tion to is one in which Western people will be in- 
terested, it being none other than the brown geld- 
ing Billy O'Neill, owned in Peoria, III., and that 
trotted atthe last Dexter Park meeting. It is as- 
serted that the horse was entered at Boston in the 
2:37 class as Harry Robinson, the nominator being 
„Mr. Freeman, of Pittsfield, Mass., who, Mr. 
Hicks say#, turned out to be none other than the 
well-known Peoria driver F. N. Fancher, who bad 
shaved off his beard in order to avoid recognition. 
as Billy O'Neill has a record of 2:28. made at 
Earlville, III., last August. It seems that he won 
a heat or two in the 2:57 race at Boston, 
getting a record of 2:27, and causing those who 
were in with the steal to back him heavily at the 
pocl-box. When an honest horse, Forest King, 
quietly walked away with three heats and the race, 
leaving the 0 Neill party deau-broke. An officer 
started to atiach the horse for debt. when Fancher 
broke away on a dead run, and, as Mr. Hicks ex- 

weased it. We don't know whether he has 

alted yet or not. These revelations will be as 
unexpected as they are startling tothe numerous 
friends and acquaintances of Mr. Fancher in this 
city. all of whom believed him incapable ef enter- 
ing into any such scheme to rob the public and de- 
feat nonest horsemen. It mav be thut some mis- 
take has been made, but Mr. Hicks is very pos.tive 
in his assertions, and makes his charges over his 
own signature. 

Janesville, a horse well known in this section, 
has also, it appears, been making a fringing tour, 
and was nipped at Boston. He was called KRoxbur 
Boy, was entered in the 2:37 class, notwithstand- 
ing his previous record of 2:20. won u heat in 
2:31. and, like his companions, was attached, and 
ran the gauntiet of the law. ‘ 

Little Dandy was another frau unearthed by Mr. 
Hicks, woo says he is the stallion Teaser that at 
Grand Rapids last summer got a record of 2:31. 
Tne parties that control him also have the chestnut 
mare known in the Eastas Belie Smith, that trot- 
ted all through the Illinois Circuit in slow classes 
last summer under the name of Ida, when she had 
a previous record of 2:20. 

r. Hicks also has something to say about the 
notorious horse LDrightwood, that created sucha 
sensation at tue meetings in this State last sum- 
mer. He says that this horse, ufter Winning about 
82. 000 in this section of the country, and coliect- 
ing the money from the Associations, started for 
the oil regions, finally bringing up at Boston. It 
will be remembered by the readers of Tue Trin- 
une that several weeks ago this paper stated that 
Mr. W. L. Beck, owner of Sneppard Boy, from 
whom Brightwood won two races in the Illmois 
Circuit, had orwarded to the Associations at Karl- 
ville and Mendota the ailldavite of a man named 
Hawley, who swore positively that Bright wood was 
none other than the horse Clover that obtained 
a record of 2:32% at Fleetwood Park, New 
York. in June, 1876. Mr. Hicks corroborates 
this story, and states further that when the horse 
left the West he was followed by a detective, who 
found that at Eimira the parties having srightwood 
in charge entered bim under his right name, — 
Ciover,—and im his proper class. Tue detective 
teiegraphed his information to the Western peo- 
pie, aud followed the horse to Boston, and, when 
he thought he bad a good thing, played him in the 
pool-box, but found to his sorrow that ** ringers " 
stood a poor show at the Hub. cs - 

Tue Iain has made some investigations 
which seem to bear out the general assertion that 
Clover and Brightwood are identical. The books 
of the secretary of the National Avsucia- 
tion show that on June 22, 1877. oy or- 
der of Chatham Village Driving Park, Chatham 
Village, N. Y., the bay gelding Clover, and James 
Salepaugh, owner, of Madison, N. I.. were sus- 
pended fer non-payment of entrance-money, and 
that on Sept. 21. 1877, they were reinstated. It 
will be noticed that Clover was expelied 2 be- 
fore Brightwood appeared in the Wes, and that he 
was reinstated previous to the time Brigutwood is 
alleged to have trotted at Elmira, N. I., under 
the name of Clover. Even if there were no other 
proof this fact alone would be suspicious. The 
owver of so good a horse as Clover would not allow 
him to remain idle daring the best part of the trot- 
ting season when the payment of a few dollars en- 
trance money would have enabled the horse. to 
trot. and then settle the claim late in the fall 
when there was little trotting to be done. From 
present appearances it would seem that the Illinois 
associations that paid purses to brizhtwood will be 
under the pin ul necessiiy of handing over the 
money again to the horses that stood second in the 
ruceszshich ue won, 5 

Chicago horsemen say that Bricht wood was driv- 
en in his Western campaicn by a young fellow, 
whos ason of George Nelson, formerly a well- 
known driver of this city, andthe man who had 
charge of Bashaw. Jr., driving the most success- 
ful part of that horse’s-turf career, and who drove 
him im his races against Jim Rockey and other 
noted horses. George Nelson was considered, 
when in this citv, to be one of the most honoravle 
men 12 his professicn, and should have seen that 
his -on followed in bis footsteps. 

The facts related by Mr. Hicks bave created 
hearly as much excitementinturf circles as did 
the recent developments concerning Devlin. 
et al., among the lovers of base- ball. Of 
course there have always been more or less 
disteputable characters engaged in the piratical 
work of robbing tae public by trotting horses wita 
records of 2:30 or better in slow classes, but this 
fall an organized gang of these thieves has evident- 
ly been on the road. A correspondent of the 
Spirit of the Tomes writing from Cincinnati con- 
firme Mr. Hoick’s statement in regard to Bnght- 
wood, and also calls attention to the mare Gussie, 
that has been trotting unter the name of Lady 
Keyes. This mate was exposed in Tun TTiBuNE 
of Sept. 16. and was at one time in the hands of 
Peter Johnson, of this city. 

As announced last Sunday, there is to be a meet- 
ing of the National Board of Appeals 
next winter, at which it Will de com- 
petent to modify the present code of 
rules under which tracks belonging to the 
Association at present work. The question of how 
to detect and punish ‘‘ringere’’ will undouotedly 
be brongh: up at this meeting, and various plans tw 
check this growing evi! proposed.

the proprietor thereof shall, at the conciusion of 
the meeting, furnish the owner of the animal with 
acertificate, stating in What race of races he took 
part, the best record acynired, andthe previous 
record. This certificate could be in the shape 
of blank forme, easily filled out, which 
should be furnished to each Association 
track by Mr. Vail, Secretary of the Nationa) Asso- 
ciation. In case A man came along with ah animal 
which he claimed had no record, he would. under 
the proposed plan, be required to furnish as a ref- 
erence the nam of some respon-ible horseman not 
uncer penalty of the National Association from 
the place where he hailed or its vicinity. Thus 
each Association would have the certificate of the 
track at the last place where the horse trotted to 
justily its officers in accepting his eatry, and the 
first tracs on the list would of course bave com- 
municated with the party given as reference by the 
owner of driver of the norse in regard to the ani- 
mals cligibility. 

This plan would be perfectly feasible. and in the 
absence of a better one is resvectfully submitted 
by thie paper to the Nationa! Association. One 
thing is certain: if a determined and vigorous war 
is not made on the ringefs and those who control 
them, and prompt punishment hot meted out to 
the rascals that have been caught. turf sports will 
de: cend to a level on which no decent man will 
care to stand.

These columns have, during the past three 
months, contained frequent allusions to the mare 
Lady Grant, owned by a gentleman named Trask, 
residing near Otego, N, ¥., who claimed that to 
trot a mile in 2:14 was mere exercise for his won- 
derful animal, and finally offered to show 
that time on a mile track for $1,000, or a 
mile in two minutes for 82. 000. His proposition 
was accepted by a Philadelphia paper, and Trask

TIMING THE SECOND HORSE, 

It is probable that at the coming meeting of the 
National Board of Appeals, the question of timing 
the second horse in trotting races and giving such 
horse a record, will be brought ao and discussed. 
Under the present Code of Rules itis the duty of 
the judges to time the second horse in each heat, 
but such time does not become 4 record unless the 
first horse under the wire de #et back for some 
cause. and the heat given to the second. in which 
case it is a record. The proposed plan of giving 
the second horse in each heat a record, whether he 
wins the heat or not. is a very good one, and it is 
to be hoped that it will be adopted. Should it be, 
second money horses“ would be a thing of the 
past, andanimals like Hannis, that last season 
went through the Michigan circait trotting second 
in heats ali the way from 2:38 to 2:26, would 
be unknown. Had this rule beén in force last sea- 
son the ‘Chicago horse Sheppard Boy could not 
have started in the 2:35 clase atthe Cleveland fall 
meeting. where he won the first heat in 2:23, as 
he had frequently before that been a close second 
in beats that were trotted in 2:00, and under the 
proposed system, would have gone to Cleveland 
with a record of 2:31 or thereabouts. This plan is 
no new thing. It has been advanced periodically 
for years, but each time has been smothered by the 
silk-stocking robbers who infest the turf; men 
whose ‘‘inilooence’’ in certain circles not nec- 
essary to mention seenis powerful enough to pro- 
tect them from the punishment whicr, is popularly 
supposed to be the inevitable Consequence of evil 
doing. There has been entirely too much mon- 
key work in connection with the National and 
District Boards of Appeal, and the dissatisfaction 
at che shameless favoritism shown by these bodies 
bas become so general among the better class of 
horsemen and track-owners that. unless a disposi- 
tion is manifested at the Coming meeting of the 
National Board to retorm the abuses that have so 
long been manifest, the institution which seeks to 
regulate and govern the Amefican trotung turf, 
and of which Mr. Thomas J. Vail is the affable 
prophet, may find that a majority of the tracks in 
the country, and especially those in the West, can 
get along very well without its protecting (5) in- 
fluence. 

Tus question of having the time of the second 
horse in each heat constitute a record will afford a 
fair test of the intentions of the Board, and it will be 
obliged to declare itself one Way or the other very 
decidedly. No honest man should object to the 
passing of such a rule, as it can work harm in rare 
instances only, at the most, while its absence 
leaves the fleld clear for the banditti of the tarf to 
drive out honest men's horses in fast time, and 
force them into the company of the best horses in 
the country, while the man Who seat them there 
rides quietiy behind in second piace, getting a 
good share of the purse, and avoiding that bug- 
bear, a record.

THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION OF 1877. 

The period of this Exhibition was ten cave longer 
than that of 1870. Commencing Aug. 29, it con- 
tinued until Oct. 13. The number of exhibitors 
was over 700. The whole number of paid admis- 
sions was 295, 660, not including exhibitors or em- 
ployes who held season tickets.

653 $72, 632 
showing an average paying attendance of more 
than 7,500 persons per day. e whole number of 


tickets sold by railway and other transportation 
companies was 22,491. It is proper to say that 
this number represents a very small fraction of the 
number of persons visiting the Exposition from 
abroad, accounting neither for the children, nor 
forthe immense excursions that came to the city 
day after day, nor for those who availed them- 
selves of the general reduction of railway fares 
without purchasing Exposition tickets. The in- 
creased paying attendance of the present year, as 
compared with 1876, was 78,621, and in my judg- 
ment was almost, perhaps wholly, derived from 
the country, being the natural result of a general 
growing interest which the people of the North- 
west manifest in these annual exhibitions. If it 
be true that the attendance from the city was not 
materially larger than in 1876, it may readily 
be referred to the losses just then sustained 
by some 27,000 depositors in savings-banks, in- 
volving a population of at least 100. COO among the 
medium and thrifty classes of our people, and to 
the refusal of the Board of Education to set apart, 
as heretofore, one day for the attendance of the 
children of the public schools. 
OF THE EXHIBITION ITSELF 

it may be truly said that it was the best of the 
series, and came fully up tothe anticipation ex- 
pressed in the last annual report. Steadiiy, from 
year to year. the manufacturers and those produc- 
ers and dealers of the couniry who desire to meet 
the Northwestern public face to face, are becom- 
ing more firmly convinced that these exhibitions 
afford them their greatest and best opportunity, 
and in the same proportion are their efforts ex- 
tended to improve the quality and impressiveness 
of their several exhibits. This was never more 
apparent than at the late exhibition. The capacity 
of the building in every part was taxed to the 
utmost, and the vast majority of objects 
exhibited were noted for their genuine 
merit and attractiveness, and, in many cases, 
very expensive fnstallation. The lessons of ex- 
perience, and especiaily of observation, at the 
Centennial were easily recognized in their results 


wit hes been the constantaim of the Executive 
Committee to bring into increased prominence all 
processes of manufacture, and to encourage this 
mode of exhibition by all manufacturers whose 
lines of production permit it.

collections proper, we were also favored with large 
and interesting contributions of prehistoric pot- 
tery, implements and utensils, and of recent In- 
dian curiosities. Certainly no archeological col- 
lection approaching this in magnitade or In scien- 
tific or commercial value ever befure been ex- 
posed to public view ip the West, and as research 
in this line of study has recently assumed unusual 
activity, it is believed this exhibition was es- 
pecially interesting and acceptable at this time. 

As every contribution in this entire department 
was made without any consideration of gain to the 
exhibitor, and in most cases involved serious dan- 
ger of loss, together with time, labor, and con- 
stant anxiety, our acknowledgments are due to 
those contributors for their disinterested efforts to 
instruct the pyolic and increase the attractions of 
the Exposition. Steadily this department is grow- 
ing in public favor, and improving in quality and 
extent from year to year, there are already 
propositions and s stions made looking to a 
still further advance in 1878. 


OTHER DEPARTMENTS. 

Of the departments embrucing textile fabrics, 
furniture, manufactured products, household 
goods, etc., it needs to be said only that they were 

ully worthy of the taste, enterprise, and skill or 
Chicago manufacturers, artisans, and dealers, and 
that they, individually and cellectiveiy, were quite 
equal in quality to any similar exhibits at the Cen- 
tennial. 

Our acknowledgments are again due especially 
to our local florists and the South-Park Commis- 
sion for the beauty of the conservatory, which was 
maintained throughout with uniform success. If 
there seemed to be a want of colors in the aisplay, 
occasioned by a lack of flowering plants, it was due to 
the absence of the necessary conditions for keep- 
ing such plants in bloom for any length of time. 
The expense of a floral exhibition, maintained for 
five or six weeks in our Conservatory, is entirely 
too onerous to be borne by private florists, and can 
hardiy be accomplished at all, in fact, without 
some arrangement in heating apparatus for main- 
taining a uniform condition of temperature, an 
improvement which it is hoped may be made in 
time for the next Exhibition, 


THE OUTLOOK FOR 1878. 

The interest manifested by exhibitors during the 
last Exposition, tie evident reluctance with which 
nearly all of them relinquished efforts to obtain an 
extension of time even beyond the long pericd 
of the fixed term, and especially the 
formal and informal applications for space already 
made, indicate with sufficient certainty that the 
exhibition of 1878 will be a worthy successor of 
that just held. In short, the business interests of 
Chicago are neither blind nor slow to seize upon 
and sustain whatever may fairly contribute to their 
prosperity. They have not failed to recognize in 
these annually recurring exhibitions, attended by 
hundreds of thousancs of the best citizens of the 
Northwest, a powerful and legitimate auxiliary to 
their enterprise. To my mind, therefore, it seems 
morally certain that so long and so far as this or- 

anizatien may continue in the course it has fol- 
owed, and its management to be inspired by lib- 
eral, broad views in its relations to 
the city and country, just so long 
and so far may those business interests, embrac- 
ing manufacturers, artisans, artists, dealers, 
and backed by every other business interest of the 
city, be relied upon to maintain these exhibitions, 
replete with novelties foreach succeeding year, 
and stand by and protect the organizarion under 
any circumstances that may arise. I feel as cer- 
tain of this as I do of anything in the future which 
depends upon human motive for its accomplish- 
ment. 

The report was accepted, and, with the 
Treasurer’s report, was ordered printed. 

On mofion of Mr. Asay, a committee of three 
was appointed to examine the vouchers and re-

Committee, 
THE PRESIDENT 


said he knew it was not customary for the pre- 


siding officer to make any remarks, but he 
thought it fitting for him to say something in 
view of the fact that it was probable they were 
entering a new era in the management of the 
Exposition. He thought they could congratu- 
late themselves on the success, of the institu- 
tion; they were out of debt, a dividend of 6 
per cent had been declared, and there remained 
in the treasury $7,000. It was the 
first time they had been out of debt 
since the inception of the Exposition, 
the stock had been ali paid for, and there was 
no personal liability resting upon them. The 
capital stock was $250,000; the money paid was 
$170,900, and for that they had certificates of 
stock representing $250,000.. The whole cost of 
the property was $360,000, and it had cost them 
$170,900. So that the Association had earned in 
five seasons 8200, 000, which was an average of 
17 or 18 per cent. That $200,000 was really 
earned by seven or ten men, who had carried 
the institution along for five seasons; they had 
become responsible for and indorsed paper 
amounting to $40,000. They had been criticised 
by the newspapers and some of the stockholders, 
but he had yetto hear that an institution of 
that kind had been carried on so honestly and 
so successfully. He did not wish to speak thus 
on his own personal account, but he deemed it 
fitting for him to say it for others. He refer- 
red to the late W. F. Coolbaugh, who was one 
of the original Directors. In 1873, when many 
were in doubt about the successful carrying out 
of the project to build the Exposition, Mr. 
Coolbaugh had moved and carried out the con- 
tract to erect the building for $250,000, and it 
had made every Director of the institution per- 
sonally liable until 1 — He (Coolbaugh) 
had made the opening speech and 
received the building from the contractors. 
The next morning his bank closed. The buiid- 
ing was opened in the midst of the worst panic 
the country had ever seen. He took it for grant- 
ed some appropriate action would be taken on 
Mr. Coolbaugh’s death. 

He thought it was time some change should 
be made. One man owned an eighth part of all 
the stock, which was contrary to the original 
understanding, and unless some change was 
made he teared it would be detrimental to the 
institution. The Exposition had been worth 
one million of dollars annually to the city. He 
hoped the stock would be divided up 
so that no one could hold more than 
one share. He held seven shares, and would 
be perfectly willing to give up six of them, but 
he desired to retain one share as long as others 
did. No one of the men who had conducted the 
Exposition had made a cent out of it, and not a 
single dollar bad been squandered. It ought to 
be a permanent Exposition, and be trusted that 
something wouid be done to make it so. Mr. 
Asay had spoken to him of a plan whereby a 
Board of Trustees should control all the stock, 
and no man should accumulate it. He would 
not impugn the motives of any who had bought 
up the shares; that was all fair enough on their 
part, but he thought it would not do the insti- 


tution any good in the estimation of the public. 


The speaker suggested that an aquarium sim- 


ilar to tbat in New York should be placed in the 


Exposition, and believed it would prove a prof- 
itavle and attractive feature. He believed the 
President shouid be the boss of the Exposition; 
he was notthen. He should be Chairman of 
the Executive Committee. He did not desire 
to act himself, and did not therefore speak from 
any personai motive. He also thought the price 
of admission should not be more than 25 cents, 
and believed that they bad done better at that 
figure this year than they would have done if 
50 had been charged. He suggested an admis- 
sion fee to the Art Hall, in view of the fact that 
it cost from $17,000 to $18,000 to get it up. Re- 
ferring to the last art exposition he spoke of it 
as a more even one than those that nad pre- 
ceded it. He thought a vote of thanks by ac- 
clamation should be given to Secretary Reyn- 
olds, for his untiring efforts, and paid that gen- 
tleman a deservea compliment. 

The stockholders, be said, should each have a 
complimentary ticket. They were not admit- 
ted the first season, and sold their stock for 30 
cents on the dollar, which was unfortunate; and 
they had regretted it. He concluded by urging 
that the stock be controlled by the Trustees, so 
that no one should hold more than a share. 

Mr. Burley inquired of the President who the 
ten gentlemen were who conducted the 
institution, and he mentioned Messrs. Palmer, 
Gage, Wells, Bouton, and others.

«FIRES. 
AT FALL RIVER, MASS. 

Fatt River, Mass., Nove 17.—The Borden 
City Mill No. 1 was burned this morning. In- 
surance about $400,000, in mutual offices. The 
flames started on the fourth floor, and were not 
extinguished until the building and its eontents 
were burned. The following is the insurance: 
Boston Manufacturers’, $80,000; Arkright, $50,- 
000; Worcester Manufacturers’, $40,000; Fall 
River Manufacturers’, $50,000; Rhode Island 
Manufacturers’, $40,000; State, $40,000; Fire- 
men’s, $50,000; Blackstone, $40,000; Manufac- -— 
turers’, $40,000; Merchants’, $10,000; Mechan- 
ics’, $10,000; Whatcheer, $10,000,—all of Provi- 
dence. 

The mill was a brick structure, erected in 
1872. It contained 36,000 spindles, employed 
450 hands, and was running full time. 

All kinds of rumors are afloat as to the origin 
of the fire. One, that two boys with a lamp at- 
tempted to light the gas and dropped the lamp, 
which was broken. A watchman passed 
through the mill a short time previous to the 
fire, and all apparently was right.

Comptroller Kuox made an examination of tie 
allairs of the bank, and insisted that it was 
sound. For two days these gentlemen reasoned 
witn him. Mr. Cooloaugh insisted that the bank 
bad lost not only its building but it held the 
votes of hundreds of men who might be ruined 
by the great catastrophe; that it was better 
to save the remnants through a Receiver and 
ive the credjtors their due.

aud references, for any occasion, on short notice, 
and at reasonable rates. Thus we are not per- 
mitted to combat the assertion that 

GENTLEMEN PREPARED FOR GRADUATION 
are sufficiently disciplined to undertake their 
prescribed duties, for we are met with the sol- 
emp announcement that no amount of discipline 
will ever elevate them to the standard required, 
and were we disposed to cavil at this, we are 
silenced by the unanswerable argument that 
such discipline is entirely unnecessary when the 
results can be obtained upon brief notitication 
and at prices that put them within the reach of 
all. Discarding-for the moment the student, 
the prospectus takes up the pulpit, the 
platform and the lvceum, and prociaims that 
‘* Addreses, speeches, lectures, and sermons 
can be furnished at special rates.“ and to com- 
mend this statement. to whom it many concern, 
the allegation is made that these have been 
furnished to many prominent persons during 
the past decade by this Bureau.“ This, in some 
respects, might be considered an uofortunate 
admission, for the majority of the speeches, ad- 
dresses, lectures, and sermons oi the past de- 
cade can scareely be contemplated as provoking 
a phenomenal degree of respect for the invent- 
ors thereof. At this point we turn with natural 
curiosity to 

THE GIST OF THE CIRCULAR, 
which is the price-list attached to these pro- 
digivus literary efforts. Herein we discover a 
revelation of comparative values which 
in themselves are worth the price 
of admission. We are confidentially .admon- 
ished that Scientific and Political efforts, of ten 
fosviscap pages each, are worth $20, while Theo- 
logical endeavors are quoted at but $15. The 
inquiring mind not unnaturally desires to know 
why this discrimination in price, but no infor- 
mation is vouchsafed, and we are driven to the 
inference that politics being mixed, and science 
in its infancy, taey present greater difficulties 
to the composer, or that ministers’ salaries, be- 
ing either low or never paid, theological sub- 
jects are placed within easy acquisition. Or 


‘still another reason presents itself in the reflec- 


tion that the Bureau may contgin talent of a 

ious twist, which, recognizing the funda- 
mental importance of godliness as 
contrasted with scientific attainments 
and political information, prefers to adapt the 
prices to the requirements of the age, and force 
righteousness upon people already surfeited 
with politics and science. 

One would:scarcely look for modesty in such 
a circular, but, 

ON FURTHER INVESTIGATION 

we find even that element creeping in. It lies 
in the assumption that the Bureau. does not ab- 
sorb all the genius of the age, and that the — * 
ron possesses some degree of intelligence. This 
concession is developed inthe suggestion that he 
may be able to fill up “ skeletons with five quo- 
tations and five or more references by book and 
page on scientific, and political, and theological 
subjects, and these are purveyed at, for the 
former two, $10 aud the latter 85. This teaches 
us that the filling in not only of a political or 
scientific composition, but also of a sermon, is 
worth but $10, a fact that will commend itself 
to the churches that employ pastors of pecu- 
liarly flowery endeavors. 

Besides the subjects already mentioned are a 
variety of others, and we findthat we will be 
provided with Alcohol“ for $3 and Bonds“ 
at similar rates. Publie Opmion,“ which is 
ordinaruy considered priceless, is placed at che 
same figure, and Heaven aud Hell“ come 
forward offering you your choice for a like 
sum.

THE WILL CONTESTED. 

Just two years ago Henry Hobart Taylor, of 
this city, by his will left about $500,000 to 
found a charitable institution of some kind, but 
leaving the devision of what kind to his trustces, 
Henry W. King, Albert Keep, Henry F. Eames, 
Wirt Dexter, O. 8. A. Sprague, Thomas M. 
Avery, Henrv: Keep, and II. B. Bogue. The 


‘trustees have as yet taken no steps toward 


carrying out the intentions of the testator, and 
yesterday Mr. Taylor’s son, Hobart C. Taylor, 
by his next friend, Adelaide D. Taylor, filed a 
bill against the above-named trustees and 
Albert Keep, H. F. Eames, and H. W. 
King, the executors under the will, 
and the Home of the Friendless, a 
residuary legatee, to have this magnificent 
bequest set aside on the ground of intinite- 
ness. Complainant sets out that his father died 
Nov. 9, 1875, leaving a will by which he gave 
the income of $200,000 to his wife, the income 
of $50,000 and a lot of land on the southwest 
corner of Canal and Adams streets to nis son, 
complainant, and an annuity of $2,000 to his 
mother. All the rest of nis estate was to the 
above-mentioned seven trustees in trust for the 
founding or endowing of a charitable or other 
institution in this city, such as in the opinion of 
the trustees is most needed. It no new insti- 
tution is needed, then the fund was to be 
given to the Home ior the Friendless. Mrs. 
Taylor renounced under the will and elected to 
take her dower. 

Complainant now charges that the provisions 
of his father’s willas to the founding of a 
charitable institution are wholly inoperative 
and void. by reason of the indeniteness anit 
uncertainty of the beneficiaries thereunder, and 
that it is not such a bequest to charitable uses 
as the Court will supervise or adminster; that 
the devise is whoilv void as a devise of property 
whatever, so that the trustees take no title ani 
the whole remainder of this great estate belongs 
to him as sole heir of bis father. He, there- 
fore, asks that the trustees may be enjoined 
from attempting to carry out this noble trust, 
that the will may be declared void in this 
respect, and that the property which was in- 
tended to be devoted to some great charitable 
purpose may all be turned over to him for his 
own sole use.

O’ROURKE. 
THE FUNERAL SERVICES. 

The body of John O’Rourke, the brave fire- 
man who lost his life at the fire at Field & 
Leiter’s Wednesday night, was yesterday buried 
at Calvary Cemetery. Long before the hour ap- 
pointed a large crowd gathered outside the late 
residence of the deceased. on the corner of 
Maxwell and Jefferson streets, and by 10 
o’clock there were fully 2,000 persons present. 
The fullest sympathy was expressed for the un- 
fortunate widow and her fatherless children. 

At 10 o’clock a detail of eighty-four firemen 
with Marshal Sweeney in charge, assisted by 
Marshals Kinney and Green, took up their posi- 
tion in ‘the line. Maj. Nevan’s band led the 
procession, which was of considerabie length, 
the many friends of the deceased turning out to 
pay the last tribute of respect to his remains. 
The procession moved on Jefferson to Niue- 
teenth street, and thence west tothe Church 
of the Sacred Heart, corner of Johnson street, 
where Father Corbett performed a requiem 

igh mass. 

he services lasted ahout an hour, the offi- 
ciating priest making a brief address in which 
he dweit upon the bravery of the deceased and 
reminded his hearers that death must come to 
all. O’ Rourke died in the discharge of his duty, 
and, although his fate was a dreadtul one, they 
should all remember that a better life awaited 
him. 

At the conclusion of the services, the proces- 
sion reformed and marched on Halsted to Har- 
rison, thence east to Desblaines, and then north 
to the Kinzie street depot of the Northwestern 
Railroad, where the coffin was transferred to 
the cars. Many of the friends accompanied 
the body to Calvary Cemetery. There 
were about forty carriages in the procession, 
und several hundreds who could not afford the 
expense of a vehicle accompanied the cortege 
to the depot. The appearance of the firemen 
was highly commended, their marching being 
excellent. 

This afternoon the remains of Charles A. 
Dudley will be escorted from the house of Col. 
Elton, on State, near Twelfth street, to the cars 
by a picked detail of firemen. A very large 
turnout is anticipated. 

At a meeting of the Firemen’s Benevolent 
Association of the Paid Fire Department, heid 
yesterday afternoon at Engine No. 13's house, 
the following resolutions were unanimously 
adopted in respect to the memory of O Rourke: 

Wuereas, In view of the loss we have sustained 
by the decease of our friend and associate, John 
O Rourke, and of the still heavier ioss sustained 
by those who were nearest and dearest to him; 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That it is but a just tribute to the 
memory of the departed to say that, in regretting 
his removal from our midst, we mourn for one 
who was in every way worthy of our respect and 
regard. 

Resolved, That the heartfelt sympathy of this 
Department be extended to his family in their 
affiiction. 

Liesolved, That these resolutions be spread upon 
the records of the Association and a copy sent to 
the family of our deceased brother and also to each 
of the daily papers. 


A DEMOCRATIC PAPER, 
TO BE RUN ON A NEW PLAN. 

It was reported yesterday that tne Democracy 
of Chicago had gotten up a plan for the founda- 
tion of a Democratic newspaper to be managed 
by Gen, Hermann Lieb, who will, in about two 
weeks, be out of a job. There bas for some 
vears been no trustworthy Democratic paper in 
this city, and various attempts have been made 
to remedy this misfortune, as by starting the 
News, which burst up ignominiously, or by 
subsidizing the Cowrier, which died under 
George Yeager. There bas been talk also of 
buving the Iimes and reforming it, but suffi- 
cient money never could be raised, and the 
scheme always fell through, Now it is proposed, 
so the story goes, to get up a broad-gauge. joint- 
stock co-operative Demotratic newspaper, one 
which shall be controlled by the masses, where 
the subscribers shall be stockholders, and tha re- 
fore bound to nay their subscriptions. It is a 
newspaper wich is to represent all classes of 
the Democracy, as well the residents of Quar- 
ry and Lock streets as the respectables who live 
3 northeastern corner of the Eighteenth 

ard. 

The money on which the paper is to be start- 
ed is to ve contributed by the various Demo- 
cratic ward ciubs, whose members will be stock- 
holders in the sheet. Tne Chairman of each 
ward club will be charged, so the story goes, 
with the pleasant duty of Opening stock-books 
in his ward, and soliciting subscriptions to the 
capital stock, which will be lu shares of $1 or 
85.—80 small as to be within the reach of the 
masses, and give each Democrat an opportunity 
ot becoming a capitalist and a part owner of a 
newspaper.

THE SECOND BATCH. 

Judge Blodgett was occupied nearly all day 
yesterday in hearing the argument on the de- 
murrers to the amended answers of the two 
prominent members of the * second batch,” 
Roelle, Junker & Co., and Ford, Oliver & Co. 

The argument on the part of the Government 
was conducted by Mr. Henry Thomson, Assist- 
ant District-Attorney, Judge Bangs ainusing 
himself by being one of the audience. Mr. 
Thomson contended that, even if the agree- 
ment of immunity had been made by the Goy- 
ernment with the defendants, as they con- 
tended, it Was no defense to the present prose- 
eutiou. It was within the exclusive province of 
the Executive Department of the Government 
to determine when a pardon should be granted, 
and upon what terms. The Government had 
determined that the defendlauts were not eu- 
titled to a pardon, and, in consequence of that, 
the cases were being prosecuted. it was evi- 
dence of the fact that the Government would 
not grant a pardon. The pleas were in the 
nature of a bill for specitic performance of a 
promise to extend the Executive clemency. The 
pardoning power vested in the President bere 
Was the same in character as that vested in the 
Crown in England, and it had been repeatedly 
held that the courts could nut interfere with the 
exercise of the pardoning power. The utmost 
rut an accomplice gained by turning State’s 
evidence Was the right to have his case con- 
tinued long enough to make an application to 
the Government for a pardon, and in no in- 
stance had the court stopped a case because a 
promise of that kind was not kept. 

Under the distribution of the powers of Gov- 
erumeot by our Constitution into legislative, 
executive, and judicial, each department within 
its province was absolutely in ependent of the 
control of all the otaers. executive might 
as weil undertake to entertain appeals from the 
courte in judivial causes as the courts under- 
take to entertain appeals from the executive 

aodlicationa for nardon. 


the present, when the District Attorney had re- 
fused to carry out an agreement, a Court would 
be powerless to carry it out. In such an in- 
stance a Court would be y to a fraud. 

Mr. Thomson said he did not claim that. He 
thought that the Executive Department, in the 
exercise of the mere prerogative of its dis- 
cretion, was not subject to be be- 
fore a and tried, as to whether 
it wisely or unwisely exercised its var- 
don. The plea was most extraordinary. It 
was an ment of the whole Government 
by self-confessed thieves who came in and ask- 
ed the Court to put the Government on trial, as 
to whether it had dealt in good faith with them. 

Judge Blodgett said it seemed to him that the 
Court at all times had aright to prevent what 
seemed to be a fraud on justice, and if any such 
an agreement had been made it ought to be 
carried out. He would therefore entertain the 
pleas, and overrule the demurrer. 

Judge Bangs then applied for time to file re- 
plications and gave notice that he would call up 
the cases for trial Monday morning. ‘These re- 
plications deny that any such agreement was 
made as charged by the defendants, and also 
allege that they did not carry out their part of 
the agreement, and that they were not included 
in the agreement. ' 

The whisky cases of the Lake Shore Distilling 
Company and R. C, Mersereau were dismissed 
in accordance with the order of Commissioner 
Raum. 


THE NEW BOARD. 
THE FIRST CAUCUS 

of the newly-elected County Commissioners 
was held yesterday at the Grand Pacific Hotel. 
The object is readily understood, and it is very 
natural that the meeting should have been pri- 
vate. Allof the new members were present, 
and with them were Messrs. Ayars, Senne, and 
Tabor, the Kepublican members of the Board 
holding over. Au accurate report of tbe entire 
— Na cannot be given, as the reporter for 
once found it impossible to hear through the 
brick walls, but enough is known to say that the 
Board will organize as a Republican v, and 
that, all reports to the contrary, a new era is 
about to dawn in the County Government. 

The meeting was heid more to have the mem- 
bers become acquainted than anything else, and 
since they have become acquainted and under- 
stand ove another, the future is well detined. 
While the question of the Chairmanship ot the 
Board was not discussed, the new members, to 
aman, declared that they had no hankering 
after the office, and, except Mr. Burling, woo 
was pledged to Ayres, tendered their individual 
support to Mr. Senne for the position, as did 
also Mr. Tabor, witaoout either solicitation or 
promise. 

The only business really transacted was the 
appointment of a committee, composed of 
Messrs. Spofford and Senne, to wait upon Mr. 
Fitzgerald and invite him to attend a future 
cuucus, when the organization of the 
new Board was to be determined. This 
action was taken not with a view of securing his 
co-operation iu the organization to deicat the 
Ring,“ for with eight votes pledged it was eu- 
tirely unnecessary, but simply as a recognition 
and an appreciation of that gentieman’s ser- 
vices in the past in his onslaugut on tue cor- 
ruptionists. The Committee was not authorized 
to make anv offers to Fitzgerald of any kind, 
but the sense of the meeting was that his ser- 
vices during the past vear should be fittingly re- 
cognized, and from what could be learned the 
members of the caucus were inclived to treat 
him generously, and give him at least a promi- 
nent chairmanship and a place on most of the 
important committees. 

After the adjournment of the caucus the 
question of the Chairmanship of the Board was 
freely discussed. So far as could be learned 
the contest was between Senne and Ayars, with 
the ehances iu favor of the former. As aygaiust 
Avars it was said that he had been making 
promises to the hold-over members—Democrats 
—in the appointment o! the Committees ii they 
would support bim, which may or may not be 
true. One thing certain, he is seeking the 
piace, and Senne is not. II he is elected it will 
be by the Democratic vote, and they will expect 
some favors in return, of course, in the matter 
of Committees. On the other hand, if Seune is 
elected, it will be by the Republican vote, aud 
without any pledges of auy kind to any person. 
The election of either would be .an improve- 
ment over Holden, but the eiection of Scnne 
would apparently bring about the best results.

THE CITY-HALL. 


Last week there were eight deaths from 
scarlet fever. Four new cases of the disease 
were reported yesterday. 


During the past week the Building Depart- 
meut has issued permits for fourteen buildings, 
whose aggregate estimated cost is $53,000. 

The Treasurer received $150,000 yesterday 
from County-Treasurer Huck. The minor re- 
ceipts of the day were $286 from the City Col- 
lector, $12,338 from the Comptroller, and 
$4,244 from the Water Department. 


A reporter yesterday took time to inquire 
into the facts called for by the Council Friday 
night in reference to the recent improvement of 
Michigan avenwe to Thirty-first street, and 
learned that the cost to the city of the improve- 


ment of that artery tothe parks in the south- 
ern part of the city was about $13,000, not 
$16,000, as stated in the Council. It will be 
remembered that in the appropriations 
for 1577 was one item of $60,000 for street clean- 
ing and repairing in the South Division. A 
grater portion of that amount was needed for 
the cleaning alone. The balance was for re- 
pairs, The Department of Public Works in 
making repairs came to the conclusion, after 
having been urged by 1 and public, that it 
were better to expend a large sum upon one 
permanent, appreciable improvement than upon 
incessant ditch-digging . and patching-up, which 
would not be asa dropin the bucket compared 
to work to be done.

The  citi- 
zens can see, ride on, and enjoy Michigan 
avenue, whereas if the money used in its im- 
provement bad been expended for ditch-dig- 
ging, etc., it would have been as good as wast- 
ed. Where the money is expended in such a 
way that alarge number of men do not come 
dire: tly under the control of the city officials, 
the Aldermen, or rather a few of them, begin to 
object because they do not have a chance to se- 
cure appointments for their henchmen and make 
themseives solid with the gang. For that rea- 
son some of them objected some time ago to 
the employment of machinery to clean the 
streets. x

OLD HUNDREDTH. 


vorne ON THE OLD PSALM AND HYMN TUXE 
COMPOSERS. 


By the late Edward F. Rimbault, LL. D., in Leisure 
Hours. 


A chapter or two of gossip about the old 
tunes, the composers, and the books they pub- 
lished for the use of congregations who took 
delight in the “singing of psalms 
and hymns,” will not be entirely 
devoid of interest to those who take pleasure in 
the subject at the present time, whilst to those 
who profess no such love their historical value 
will not be ignored. Two fellow-workers in the 
same field—the late Rev. W. H. Havergal and 
the Rev. H. Parr—have, to a certain extent, 
cleared the way on the ground we have been 
laboring, and their efforts we most cheerfully 
acknowledge. They have not only furnished us 
with much information, but have cheered us in 
our task and rendered it more pleasant than it 
would have been without their aid. 

The first book we shall notice is the metrical 
psalm-book published under the direction of 
Calvin, entitled. Les Pseaumes de David, mis 
en rime Francaise, par Clement Marot et Theo- 
dore de Beza. Calvin was a decided promoter 
of congregational singing, though he was not, 
like Luther, a composer. He encouraged Theo- 
dore Beza to finish Clement. Marot’s French 
version of the psaims which he had published 
at Paris in 1540, with thirty, and again at Stras- 
bourg in 1543, with fifty psalms. He also employed 
Guillaume Franc to compose and select melodies 
for the entire version, completing thereby its use- 
fulness. There is some obscurity as to the date 
of the first appearance of these valuable melo- 

dies. According to Burney, the French psalter 
in metre was published in a complete form with 
the music in 1545. In this there appears to be 
an obvious error, as it could only have been that 
portion of the psalms translated by Clement 
Marot, who died in 1544. That tnis portion was 
adopted by Calvin and set to music appears 
clearly from his preliminary epistig, dated 
10th June, 1543. A reference to the history of 
Theodore Beza will be sufficient to prove that 
the remaining portion of the psalms was (pr ob- 
ably) not translated or published by him till the 
year 1559. 

Dr. Burney has styled Franc an “ obscure 
musician,“ an epithet which has been industri- 
ousiv repeated by many editors, who have en- 
tirely overlooked its absurdity and injustice. 
Franc has the best claim of authorship to the 
Old Hyndredth, and many other well-known in- 
valuable psalm-tunes; and, as Mr. Dibdin re- 
marks, “‘ supposing tuat he was unknown before 
the publication of his psalter, ‘obscure’ he cer- 
tainly has not deen since.“ 

When Mr. Havergal wrote his “ History of 
the Old Hundredth Psalm Tune” in 1854, the 
earliest copy of this grand old tune with which 
be was acquainted was in the complete version 
of the psalter printed by Crespin in 1561. But 
since he wrote, three earlier versions have been 
discovered, one in a Henan psalter printed by 
Jean Crespin in 1553, another in a psalter print- 
ed by N. Barbier and IT. Conteau (probably at 
Geneva) in 1559, and a third by Crespin in 1560. 
The earliest form is this: 
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The Old Hundredth tune was known in En- 

glapd as early as 1561, when it appeared in tbe 
tion of Sternhold and Hopkins’ Psalms of 

that year; and from this time forth it was in- 
cluded in every edition of that work. 
The name of the tune as the Old 
Hundredth is peculiar to England. In fore 
psalters, especially in the French and the Dutch, 
the tune is set tothe 134th psalm. From the 
days of the Reformation to the end of the sev- 
enteenth century it was commonly called in En- 
gland the Hundredth Psalm tune; but upon the 
publication of Tate and Brady’s new vesion, its 
present title came into use. About a een 
or more ago it became the fashion to call it 
“Savoy,” and under that name it appears in 
many collections of a subsequent date. The 
English form of the tune is precisely the same 
in notes as the Genevan copy, the only differ- 
ence being that the second and third notes of 
the last strain are minims instead of semibreves. 
This strain consequently sings thus:

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The symmetry of the tune m this form, it 
has been remarked, is extremely beautiful. 
“Each of its four strains comprises four long 
and four short notes, untformly but peculiar! 
disposed. The first note of each strain, to suit 
a line of eight syilabies, is long, the next four 

and the remaining three long. But the 


three concluding long notes of each strain 
seem to bear a certain symmetrical melodic re- 


lation to each other. In the first strain they 
rise in close succession; m the second they fai. 
In the tnird and fourth strains precisely the 
same alternation is kept up. The peculiar pro- 
gression of the long and short notes in each 
strain may be compared to the progress of a 
boat when breasting a succession of billows at 
sea. First poised for a moment on the top of 
& wave, it rapidly descends; then steadily labors 
up; is poised again, and so proceeds.“ 

A number of Engiish versions of this tune 
have appeared from time to time, some varying 
considerably as to the length of the notes. We 
have no hesitation in pronouncing all these to 
be printers’ errors, or corruptions from the 
original model. One way is to write all the 
notes of equal length, thus causing that “‘ bar- 
barous and monotonous manner of singing 
Psalms, which prevailed to a great ex- 
tent at the beginning of the present 
century. The Continental copies have 

served the melody with singular 
elity to the original. The modern Parisian 
ks present it in triple time, but the tune 
itself is otherwise unchanged. “Our English 
singers, however,” according to Mr. Havergal, 
“shave perverted the last strain of the tune, and 
the perversion is so established, that editor 
after editor, of a certain class, bas printed it, in

Mr. Havergal had an hypothesis that Franc’s 
tunes for the Genevan psalter (for the most part) 
were rather fragmental compilations than origi- 
nal compositions, and with regard to the Old 
Hu th tune, he adduced instances from the 
Gregorian hymns to support his theory.

that it would be troublesome to record ail the 
known instances. Its use by so many composers 
—even by Luther himself, as in the melody be- 
fore quoted—“ proves that the early framers of 
psalm tunes were accustomed to consider cer- 
tain stock phrases as common property, to be 
22 as might best suit their purpose.“ 

If the Gregorian origin of this tune is proved 
—and of this there is little doubt—then it is 
much older than is commonly imagined. To use 
the words of Mr. Havergal, Its several strains 
had been sung by Christian voices not only a 
thousand years before Luther was born, but 
for centuries before the Papal system was de- 
veloped.”’ 

“To the devout Christian,” says the same 
writer, such a tune cannot be otherwise than 
deeply interesting. The thought of its having 
been sung for many an age ‘ in the great congre- 
gation’ must always add a hallowed pleasure to 
its use. The consideration, too, that 
Protestant martyrs and exiled confessors 
have listened to its strains or joined im 
them may well give an exalted even an 
aff energy to our modulation of them.“ 

The Old Hundredth tune has tong ago reached 
the other side of the globe, and it is not the 
least nae fact of any that may be told 
resvecting it, 
sung at divine service, conducted by a clergy- 
man, in New Zealand: The fact is detailed in 
the Missionary Visits of the Rev. S. Marsden to 
that country. When chaplain at Botany Bay. 
that eminently devoted man sailed to New 


Zealand as the pioneer of missionary exertions. | 


His landing on the island, for the purpose 
of mecting some English residents 
and certain native chiefs at Divine wor- 
ship, is thus described by himself: “On 
the morning of Uhristmas-Day, 1814, about 10 
o’clock, we prepared to go ashore, to publish 
for the first time the glad tidings of the Gospel. 
When we landed at Wangarva, we found Koro- 
Koro, Duaterra, and Shunghee dressed in reg- 
imentals, which the Governor had given them, 
and og with their men drawn up, to be 
marched into the inclosure to attend Divine 
service. The inhabitants of the town, with 
some women and children and a number of 
Chiefs, formed a circle round the whole. A 
solemn silence prevailed. The sight was truly 
impressive. I rose up and began the service 
with singing the Old Hundredth Psalm, and 
felt my very soul melt within me when I viewed 
my congregation.“ 

The French psalter has beld an undisputed 
place in the Reformed Church since its intro- 
duction to the present time,—a fact not a littie 
remarkabie,—and the Old Hundredth tune has 
been introduced into the psalters of other coun- 


tries, and become universal all over the Protest- 
ant world. 


We may mention another fine old meigody in 


the Calvinistic psalter which has exercised a 
powerful influence over the feelings of men on 
many occasious—the spirited 124th tune, begiu- 


ning thus: - 
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9 Oh, still may Israel no re- joice and cry. 


This tune is supposed to have been sung dur- 
ing Durie’s progress to the Church of St. Giles’, 
in Edinburg, on his return from exile. “As he 
is coming from Leith to Edinburg,’’ says Cal- 
derwood, there met him, at the Gallon Green, 
200 men of the inhabitants. Their numbers 
still increased till he came within the Nether- 


ton. There they began to sing the 124th Psalm, 


‘Now Israel may say.“ etc., and sang in four 
known to most of the people. They 

came up the street till they came to the great 
kirk, singing this all the way, tothe number of 
2.000.“ This was truly a giorious specimen of 
psalm-siuging ! 5 

And now we must add a few words 
on the Lutheran  choralbuch. Luther's 
hymns were printed at first with 
the music on single sheets, one or two per- 
haps upon a sheet, and distributed among the 
people. Many surreptifious copies of these 
were circulated. This produced, in 1543, a char- 
acteristic protest from the great reformer, as 
follows, on the title-page of an edition of his 
hymn-book, thus translated by the Rev. Mr. 
Allon:

„% When Lather took up the cause of the Ref- 


‘ormation, and had to remodel the services of 


the Church, he believed he could not better 
enhance their beauty than by appealing to his 
nation’s love for soug, and fostering the prac- 
tice of congregational singing. With this view 
he made translations from the Latin hymns 
previously in use in the Church, paraphrased 
several of the psalms and canticles of Holy 
Scripture, himself wrote many new hymns, and 
requested bis friends to contribute others.“ As 
to music, be availed bimself in many cases of 
tunes already existing in the Church, which he 
sparingly modified to suit his new metres, of 
other tunes the origin is unknown, and others 
are derived from secular sources. 

In this latter respect Luther may be cited as 
an example for the use of tunes not originally 
composed for the Church. He cared littie for 
the source of his music so long as it was fitted 
for his purpose, and the tunes known to the 
people he considered the best calculated to at- 
tract them to bis service. 

The first edition oi his enlarge hymn-book 
was edited . ag Rhaw, Joh. Walther, and 
Bapst, in Leipsic. To these musicians, includ- 
ing Ludwig Senfl, we are indebted for many of 
the Lutheran melodies retained in the Church, 
and found in our own hymnals of the present 
day. 

Germany soon became filled with sacrea song, 
and — a century and a half of the Refor- 
mation 2,000 chorales are known to have been 
composed. Many of these fine tuves are now 
happily becoming popular in England. 

It is an interesting fact, mentioned by the 
editors of The Chorale Book for England,” 
that, in the middle of the sixteenth century, 
“Lutheran hymu-books were introduced into 
Scandinavis, where, especially in Sweden, the 
hymns and tunes of Germany, with numerous 
additions of home growth. have remained up to 
the present time the stock of the national

Father Victor then gave in reply to various 

uestions a brief account of his order and of 
the lite in the monastery. We are of the order 
of St. Paul of the Cross, he said, of which 
order there are five monasteries iu this country. 
The first one is called after the founder of the 
order, and is in Pittsburg. Next is ours, or St. 
Michael's; next is the Monastery of the Holy 
Cross, in Cincinnati; next is St. Joseph’s, near 
Baltimore; and next is St. Mary's, in Dunkirk. 
In our monastery are thirty-five fathers. We 
spend our lives in prayer, and study, and preach- 
ing. Our principal vocation is mission work. 
The different churches apply to us, and we 
send out one or more fathers to conduct mis- 
sions, or what the Protestants call revivals. 
Three of our fathers are now in California, 
three are in Louisville, and two are in Dutch 
Kills, near Brookiyn. We rise at 1:30 a. m. and 
spend an hour and a half in prayer; then sleep 
till 6 a. m. At tuat hour we rise again aud 
spend an hour aud a half in braver. At 7:80 a. 
m. we have breakfast. Then we study until 
11:30 a. m., when we have the canonical hours. 
At noon we have dinner, and social conversation 
afterwards till 2:30 p. m., waen we have vespers. 
Then we study till 5:45p.m. Then we have 
prayers till 7 p. m., which is the supper hour. 
Alter supper come the night prayers till 8:15 p. 
m., after which we sleep until 1:30.“

es, three times a week we abstain from all 
food but fish and vegetables. Then we have the 
fast of the Advent for four weeks before Christ- 
mas and we fast through Lent.” 

Do vou practice flagellation?” 

Mes, three times a week, and if any one of 
the fathers wishes to practice further mortifica- 
tion he does so after obtaining the consent of 
the Superior.“ 

Father Victor then invited his visitor to in- 
spect the N and showed him through 
the building. Each brother has a small room 
called a cell. and a number of similar rooms are 
proviled for lav brothers who wish to retire 
from the world for a limitedtime. The sitting- 
room was bare of furniture, excepting a great 
many chairs and a tables, but the two chapels 
and the library were richly furnished, the 
former with relivious emblems, and the latter 
with about 8,000 volumes of sermons and as- 
cetic, patristical, Biblical, theological, and mis- 
cellaneous works. The upper chapel was 
haudsomely finished in polished dark wood, 
after the models of the chapels of the monas- 
teries of the Middle Ages. 

The church is more spacious in appearance 
from the floor inside than from the outside. 
There are no galleries to detract from the lofty 
look of the dome, and the statues in niches in 
the dome look almost as it placed in the clouds. 
There are two altars, under one of which lies a 
waxen image of Jesus, and under the other a 
similar image of one of the martyrs. Along 
one side of the church are a number of confes- 
sionals,in one or more of which one of the 
Fathers constantly hears confessions. Beside 
one of the contessionals stood three crutches, 
to which Father Victor pointed with a smile.

A PITTSBURG SECT. 


From the Allegheny u.) Mati. 

The Body of Believers, or the Church of God, 
is the pretentious title of a new religious sect 
which will have an organization in Pittsbu: ¢ on 
and after Sunday next. The new sect has no 
creed but the Bible; rejects the Trinity, yet re- 
gards Jesus as divine, and baptizes in His name 
alone; believes in the second advent, and con- 
siders Christ as a priest after the order of Mel- 
chizedek. A printer in one of the newspaper 
offices, Mr. Wells by name. is the founder of 
the sect in Pittsburg. Hecame here abouta 
year ago, and has now a congregation of about 
forty grouped about him, They meet regularly 
ip the Riverside Academy on Duquesne street. 


Mr. Wells stated to a reporter that the promi- 


nent doctrines of their belief were these: 


That the Bible (both Old and New Testament) 
is the only revealed plan of salvation. Tnat 
the Bible having passed through the hands of 
men is to be interpreted by the standard given 
by Moses (Deut., xix., 15), and witnessed to by 
Jews: One witness shall not rise up nst 
any man for any iniquity, or for any sin, in any 
sin that he sinneth; at the mouth of two wit- 
nesses, or at the mouth of three witnesses, shall 
the matter be established. From this basis 
they deduce the following facts, many of which 
are in opposition to the creeds of Christendom : 

That by repentance ant faith in that name 
called in Hebrew Yanshuo,”’ he who shall be 

Vanshous ” or Jes 
and baptism in that name by His command, a 
as witnessed to in all apostolic baptisms, we be- 
came a part of that name, and as such inheritors

ment with its rulers all people will come to 
know the Lord from the least unto the o- 
est, when all things witnessed to in the p-

the soul from one place to another. And if itisa 
privation of all sensation, as it were a sleep in 
which the sleeper bas no dream, death would be a 
wonderful gan. Bet if, on the other 
hand, death isa removal from hence to another 
place, and what is said be true, that all the dead 
are there, what greater blessing can there be than 
this, my Judges For if, on arriving at Hades, 
Rn | from those who pretend to 
be Jadges, one shall find those who are true 
Judges, and who are said to judge there. Minos and 
R manthus, Kacus and Triptolemus, and such 
others of the demi-gods as were just during their 
own life, would this be a sad removal? At what 

rice would you not estimate a conference with 
Orpheus — Museus, Heslon and Homer? I 
should indeed be willing to die often, if this be 


true! 

The following are Plato's words put in the 
mouth of Socrates: 

If 1 did not think I should go, first of all, amo 
other deities who are both wise aud 18 an 
next, among men who have departed-thié life, bet - 
ter then any here, I should be wrong in not grieving 
at defth; but now, be assured, I hope to go among 

ood men, -u I would not positively assert it. 

hat, however, I shall go among gods who are per- 
fe ey goer masters, be assured I can positively as- 
sert this, if I can anything of the kina. 

The following is from Marcus Aurelius: 

Thou hast embarked, thou hast made the voyage, 
thou art come to shore; get out. If indeed to an- 
other life, there is no want of guds, not even there. 
But if to a state without sensation, thou wilt cease 
to be held by pains and pleasures, and to be a slave 
to the vessel, which is as much inferior as that 
which gerveagt is superior; for the one ts iutelli- 
gence and deity, and the other is earth and currup- 
tion. .. Pass, then, through this little space 
of time conformably to nature, and end thy journey 
in content; just as an olive falls off when it is ripe, 
blessing nature which produced it, and thanking 
the tree on which it grew. . . . Igo through 
the things which happen according to nature, 
until I shall fall and rest,—breathing out my 
breath into that element out of which I daily draw 
it in, and falling upon that earth out of which my 
father coilected the seed; and my mother the blood, 
and my nurse the milk; out of which during so 
many years 1 have been ao with food and 
drink; which béars me when I tread on it and abuse 
it for so many purposes. 

The following is from Epictetus: 


At what employment, then, would you have 
death find you? For my part, I would have it to 


be some humane, beneficent, public-spirited. noble 
action. But if I cannot be found doing any such 


great things, yet, at least, I wou be doing what I 
am incapable of being restrained from, what is 
given me to do,—correcting myself, improving 
that facuity which makes use of the phenomena of 
existence to procuré tranquillity, and render to the 
several relations of life their due; and if Iam so 
fortunate, advancing still further to the security of 


judging right. If death overtakes me in such a sit- 


uation it is enough for me if I can stretch out a 4 
hands to God and say: The opportunities whic 
I have received from Thee of comprehending and 
obeying Thy administration I have not uegiected. 
As far asim me lay | have not dishonored Thee. 
See how I have used my perceptions; how my 
convictions. Have | at any time found fault 
with Thee? Have I been discontented at Thy dis- 
pensations or wished them otherwise’ Have 1 
transgressed the relations of life’ I thank Thee 
that Thou hast brought me into being. I am satis- 
fled with the time I have enjoyed the things which 
Thou bast given me. Receive them back again as 
Thou wilt; for they were all Thine and Thou gav- 
est them to me. 


The following is from Cicero: 


But let us, if indeed it should be our fate to 
know the time which is appointed by the gods for 
us to dic, prepare ourselves for it with a cheerful 
and grateful mind, thinking ourselves like men 
who dre delivered from a jail and released from 
their fetters for the purpose of going back to our 
eternal habitation, which may be more emphati- 
caily called our own; or else to be divested of all 
sense and trouble. If, on the other hand, we 
should have no notice given us of thie decree yet 
let us cultivate such a disposition asto look on 
that formidable hour of death as happy for us 
though shocking to our friends; and let us never 
imagine anything to be an evil which is the ap- 
pointment of the immortal gods or of nature, the 
common parent of all.“ For it is not by hazard or 
without design that we have been born and situ- 
ated as we have. On the contrary, beyond all 
doubt. there is a certain power which consults the 
happiness of human nature; and this would neith- 
er have produced nor provided for a being which. 
after having gone through the labors of life, was 
to fall into eternal misery by death. Let us 
rather infer that we have a retreat and haven pre 


pared for us, which I wish we could crowd all sai! 
and arrive at; but. though the winds should not 
serve and we should be driven back, yet we shall

The Methodist says: At is difficult to unite 
two Methodist churches; chiefly because it 
looks like ‘taking down a flag.’

name of Centennial Church. We judge that* 


any necessary consolidation can, after this one, 
be accomplished. The venerable Hooper 
Crews is pastor of the ‘ Centennial,’ and will 
bring about a chemical union of the two parts 
if anybody can. We hope to report more of 
this sort of contraction; the nominal half (con- 
taining the whole) is better than the nominal 
whole split into two struggling churches.” 


The Presbyterian Church of England now 
consists of 258 congregations, divided into ten 
resbyteries. Nearly one-half of the 258 church 
buildings are freehold, and the insurance on the 
same amounts to $2,500,000. The debts upon 
churches and manses amount in all to $500,000, 


| fully 40 per cent of which is on the churches in 


the London Presbytery. These buildings have 
together 106,774 sittings, of which 51,353 are let 
or appropriated. Several congregations have 
adopted the system of not letting sittings. The 
government of the Church is intrusted to 1,208 
elders, 494 deacons, and 1,566 managers. The 


membership of the Church consists of 43,434 


communicants. 


The Catholic Times, commenting on the propo- 
sition of the Episcopal Church to style itself the 
Catholic Church of America,” says: “ We reé- 
member the time when to call an Episcopalian 
a Catholic would have been considered a gross 
insult; but of late there appears to be a charm 
in the name; and, indeed, there is a charm in 
the name and in the reality itself.

THE DRAMA. 

THE INTEREST IN LOCAL DRAMATIC MATTERS

TYPOS AND ACTORS. 
Stuart Robson has been trying to cnlighten 
the Sun on the subject of tvpe-setting. His 
oracular utterances may be commended to the 
searchers out of intellectual puzzles. Set- 
ting type is composition,” says he. How truc! 
„% Writing is but another word for acting. Both 
are the literature of thought.” Hillo! But 
hold on—we were about to question this expres- 
sion, as if there could be a literature unconnect- 


ea with the thinking apparatus. On second 
thought we find that Stuart Robson is right. 
There is a literature sof society and of 
„Sporting.“ But aside from these philosophical 
musings Mr. Robson recalls quite an interesting 
fact, namely, thata great many of the prom- 
inent actors of the day have soared from the 
printing-case to the stage. He might have 
aided to his list the honored name of Samuel 
Pheipa, and many other Old-World notabilities. 
Here is, however, quite an interesting list of 
people on this side of the water: 

‘*Whoof the actors of the present day are 
printers by trade? 0 
Let me see,” said Mr. Robson, musingly. 
„ There's J. H. Stodaart, one of our best old 
men’: he was a typo, and a good one, too. Then 
there’s Montague, of Wallack's; one woulan’t 
think, to see him bowling up Fifth avenue behind 
hie span of bang-tail thoroughbreds, that he was 
once a printer. 

Is that eo?’ queried the reporter. I heard 
that he was in some way connected with a noble- 
aan, and that he has had the exceptional uivano- 
tages of good surroundings and a university edu- 
cation.” 

** You've been misinformed, my boy. Monta- 
gue, the gallant that half Murray Hill 1s breaking 
its heartover, was a type-setter on the London 
Era, and that at not a very remote period, either. 
Then theres Harry Crisp and Lawrence Barrett; 
both were printers. Barrett bad an humble origin, 
but he has been studious, andis now one of the 
best read men im ithe ‘profession. John 
Moore, of the Fift Avenue Theatre. is 
another typo. Joe Jefferson, the best actor of 
modern times, once earned his bread at the case. 
So did that capital comedian, W. H. Crane; as did 
William Warren, of Boston, and Charies Burke, 
of Philadelphia. Of dead actors who achieved 
world-wide fame, William E. Burton and James 
W. Wallack, Jr.. belonged to the craft. John 
Parselle was a compositor. So was your humble 
servant; but I think I was a better printer than I 
am an actor. I believe Neil Bryant was a fiyboy; 
and I am sure Barney Williams was one. Steve 
Fiske, of the Fifth Avenue Theatre, had some- 
thing to do with newspapers, but lam not certain 
that he was ever employed in a composing-room. 
Theodore Hamilton, another good actor, was a 
ub“ printer for years. I hed almost forgotten 
Charies Fisher. He used to stick type hke a race- 
horse. Not long ago he told me that he went into 
a printiag-office for the first. time in thirty years. 
He said he found the situation of all the boxes 
readily, except the receptacie for the interroga- 
tion marks; and that wanted to know what the 
mischief I was doing there? 

The above list might be indefinitely extended. 
Let us begin by adding the names ot J. H. Me- 
Vicker, who is, and of Sam Myers, who was, a 
practical printer. Then there is John Blaisdell, 
who stuck type for years before he went into 
the button business.

MUSIC, 
THE OPERA SEASON. 

The first week of the opera seasan has closed 
upon a fair business and partial musical success. 
Six operas have been given. The Huguenots,” 
„Flying Dutchman, “ Faust,” Lohengrin.“ 
„Robert le Diable.“ and Fra Diavolo.“ The 
performance of these have been sufficient to 
thoroughly develop the capabilities of the 
troupe. In fact, any one of these operas, ex- 
cept Fra Diavolo,“ would test the capabilities 
of any troupe. It is perhaps the misfortune of 
this company that it is so constituted that it 
cannot vary its performances with light operas, 
its principal people being better adapted for the 
serious aud heavy operas. The result has been 
that its repertoire, especially with a change of 
opera every evening, has severely taxed the re- 
sources of the troupe, aud of necessity has en- 
tailed ah unevenness gf representation. 
Some operas have deen done much 
better than others. Some portions of each 
opera have been given better than the remain- 
der. For instance, the success of the Hugue- 
nots’ laid in the duet of the fourth act; of 
Lohengrin,“ in the quintette of the first act; 
of the “Fiying Dutchman,“ in the duet of the 
second act. These morceaux were superb in 
conception and execution, while the remainder 
of each opera was weak. The troupe, as a 
whole, is better than some which have been 
here, and worse than some. It is not such a 
troupe as might be ideally organized, but it is per- 
haps as strong a troupe as could be got togeth- 
er from disengaged material, especiaily for the 
performance of such heavy work. Leaving out 
Mme. Pappenheim, Mr. Adams, and Mr. 
Fritsch, we find only a low average of talent. 
Mr. Blum is a conscientious, earnest and pains- 
taking, but not a great artist. His dramatic 
ability is mediocre, his vocal only good. Miss 
Heumann is but a girl upon the stage, 
and yet very promising. There is no reason why, 
with her fresh and quite flexible voice, 
and with stage experience and dramatic 
study, she should not take a prominent posi- 
tion on the lyric stage, but she has not reached 
it vet. The troupe is without an alto, for Miss 
Grimminger is only a mezzo-soprano, aud not 
a very effective one, so that the important roles 
intrusted to her are but weakly filled at best. 

The two basses, Wiegand and Adolphe, have 
very strong voices, and can make a great deal 
of sound in filling out ensembles, but that is 
all. Both their voices are hard and unmanage- 
able, and lack refinement, and both sing dis- 
tressingly out oftune. As we have not had a 
good operatic chorus bere in the last eight or 
ten years, perhaps we ought not to complain of 
the present chorus, which is. better, though 
quite as ancient, than many we have had. Ney- 
ertheless, it is far from being what it ought to 
be. The tenors and basses evidently try very 
hard to perform their duties, but too 
frequently are out of tune, while the so- 
pranos anc altos are deficient in almost 
every respect. It is and always will be 
useless to expect much from operatic orches- 
tras until reanagers can afford to carry their 
own with them. What may be terined a 

orchestra can never have sufficient re- 
hearsal to do justice to o especially those 
of the heavier kind. From this dead ſevel of 
mediocrity, it is refreshing to turn to the three 
exceptious we have named. Both Mme. Pap- 
penheim and Mr. Adams are exceilent dramatic 
artists. The former nas never been heard here 
before to advantage, but during this season she 
has made herself a favorite by her at dra- 
matic ability and fine singing, and Mr. Adams 
(wh by the way, sang here eighteen years ago 
in “The Messiah), notwithstanding his evident 
reservation of voice where the emergencies of 
his roles might strain it, is an accomplished art- 
ist, who has been disciplined in an excellent 
school. Mr. Fritsch also bas shown himself to 
be an earnest, conscientious, and refined artist.

If it will confine itself to such numbers, 
the time willi come when it will do larger works 
well. It must creep before it can walk. With 
such industry and evthusiasm as charactcrize its 
faembers, and which are fully shared by its 
leaders, there is no reason why it should not 
succeed.

Torn Up Streets and Discontented Citi 
zens---A Literal Highway. 


How the Oommodore Bought in His Son 
—A Striking Temperance Sermon. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

New Tonk, Nov. 15.—West Broadway is ſu a 
demoralized condition. A month agoit was 
dressed out in a new pavement, brought up in 
grade, and had never perhaps appeared so fine- 
ly. But then the evil days drew nigh. The 
courts removed the injunctions from the necks 
of the elevated railway companies, and the lat- 
ter at once began to remove the new-laid pav- 
ing-stones from the rejuvenated street. At 
every corner were derricks and men, timber and 
spades, brick, mortar, and masons. In two 
days West Broadway looked as though it had 
been on a tear for the best part of a month. 
It was so choked up that the horse-cars had all 
they could do to get down, and equal difficulty 
togetup. To all inquiries as to what was the 
matter, the one reply was, the elevated rail- 
road. A section of the traveling public had a 
chance, accordingly, to see whata dire disease 
this was for a street to break out with. 
Soon afterward portions of Sixth avenue 
were found to be similarly infected, and 
the mews was verified that not less 
than 2,000 men were employed and paid 
to spread the contagion as rapidly as possible. 
That the result has already been two or three of 
the most sickly, appearing streets to be found 
on the continent cannot be denied by any 
thoughtful observer. Nor has the effect proved 
less deleterious to the mental condition of the 
merchants and residents of Sixth avenue, while 
the leading men of the Sixth avenue horse-line 
have been thrown into spasms. Having #revi- 
ously kicked as Jong as they were able, they now 
rage in one of those quiescent modes which fol- 
low paroxysms, and which are not less dan- 


gerous. 
To speak seriously, this building of 
AN BLEVATED RAILROAD 
on Sixth avenue is a matter of much moment, 
not only to the up-town residents, but to the 
property-owners along the line. There is much 
to be said, aud much has been said as well as 
done, on both sides of the question of rapid 
transit. The people out of New York know al- 
most as well as those ip New York that no city 
has been so ill-provided with quick means to get 
from business to residence quarters. To 
eonstant treatment of the subject in the metro- 
politan press correspondents have added their 
say, till the general reader must be pretty well 
posted in regard to it. The Chicagoan, with 
the tardy horse-cars supplemented by half a 
dozen lines of railroad trains, which bring bim 
within easy distance from his office, can take 
bis choice whether to go home fast or slow. It 
is difficult for him, therefore, to appreciate that 
situation where the business man is hemmed in 
on un island long and narrow, with but one 
choice as to how he will get away from the 
south end of it—by ferry and car, or bv car 
alone. In the first case, nothing in business 
itself is more wearing than the 
DAILY RUSH AND CRUSH 
of the ferry-boats, with delays and cold 
draughts, danger from accident and danger 
from disease. Then, once on the other side, 
either it must be to take the horse-cars in 
Brooklyn, or the steam-cars and mosquitoes in 
Jersey. To get out ol towu to the north in- 
volves an hour’s ride to the Forty-second street 
depot, the jam for seats in a commutation 
train, and such daily experiences as tell 
ou life and temper. The only remedy 
bitherto has been the Greenwich street ele- 
vated road. This has carried such number of 
the West Side residents as lived near enough to 
its depots and could afford its 10-cent fare. This 
number would scarcely count for anything in the 
total of city transit. The success of the line, 
however, made other capitalists of the upper 
districts eager to establish more lines, and it 
was not for lack of money that there are not to- 
day seven or eight elevated railroads running 
from the Battery to Harlem. The trouble has 
been with the horse-railway lines, which com- 
bined and spared no expemse to sustain injunc- 
tions secured by themselves and the property- 
owners. Thus tor some years have the charters 
granting right of way on Sixth avenue ana Third 
been of no practical advantage. No sooner had 
the suits Leen decided against the contestants, 
bowever, than the elevated companies made a 
leap toward execution while they had the chance 
open. South Fiith avenue and West Broadway 
by night and day presented 
SCENES OF REMARKABLE ACTIVITY 
and disruption. In a fortnight the work has 
made such progress as to give the company on 
the West Side a hold which the eontestants will 
not be likely to shake off. 

On the otber hand, now that the tearing up 
is visible, it begins to dawn on the general 
public thatit is a very got pity to put an 
elevated railroad on su a fine avenue as 
Sixth. Here is one oi the great business 
thorouchfares of the metropolis, which has 
developed a retail trade second only to Broad- 
way, u second to any. Handsome stores have 
succeeeed the orick dwelling houses of other 
days. Booth’s Theatre and the Masonic 
Temple adorn its corners. Why couldn't 
Seventh avenue have been selected for ruin! 
ask hundreds of people. Seventh avenue is 
nearly all residences. it is as distinctive from 
Sixth and Eighth as in your city West Wash- 
ington isfrom West Madison. 
less damage to a residence than to a business 
street? is asked also. The Seventh avenue 
property-owners give a great chorus of No to 
this; and the truth would seem to 
be it a great pity to put 
an elevated railway on any street whatsoever.

BUSINESS POINT OF VIEW, 

one cannot blame the direct sufferers for howl- 
ing about it. Take the cross-street, for in- 
stance, on which the road is to run from South 
Fifth avenue to Sixth. The iron beams extend 
from sidewalk to sidewalk, and come within 
two or three yards of the houses, shutting out 
the sunlight and filling the entire street. The 
rent there is worth almost nothing, as only 
people who have not money enough to gu away 
would stay. West Broadway will also have 
beams from gutter to gutter, provided the e 
kind of road is to be constructed there. This 
road, which makes the elevated tracks in the 
middle of the ‘peas is certainly not so desira- 
ble, so far as blockading the way and light are 
concerned, as the Greenwich street and Ninth 
avenue system.

Boston, Nov. 14.—“ The Irreverend Bom- 
bastes Cook,” as acritic has recently termed 
the Monday lecturer, has been a false prophet, 
as a good many persons have begun to find out, 
upon many and various subjects, and upon none 
more notably than when, in that sweeping 
speech a month ago, be declared that the Radi- 
cal Club was no more. Several timesin several 
years before has the eulogy of the dead Raaical 
Club been read by one and another, but never 
with such a rousing and rushing blare of trum- 
pets as that by the “Irreverend Bombastes.”’ 
Yet in the teeth of all this, on Monday morning 
of this week, up at the old familiar place on 
Chestnut street, the first meeting of the Radical 
Club for this season came off. Anda goodly 
meeting it was. Let us look at the audience, 
and count faces that are known to the world. 
There is Dr. Bartol, Mr. Weiss, and Mr. Wasson, 
Col. Higginson, Prof. Everett of Harvard, Pres- 
Went Warren of the Boston University 
and Prof, Wright of Andover. Prof. 
Howison of the School of Technology, 
the Rev. Mr. Channing of England, James 
Freeman Clarke, the Rev. Francis Peabody, and 
last, but a rarer presence here than all the rest, 

JOHN G. WHITTIER, THE QUAKER POET. 

This array does not look as if the Radical 
Club was, in comparison to the rest of Boston, 
according to Mr. Cook, “like the Merrimac to 
the Mississippi.“ And if it were dead, certainly 
a livelier lot of distinguished ghosts were never 
gathered before. Mrs. Sargent had invited Dr. 
Bartol, asthe kinsman and dear friend of ber 
deceased husband, to take his place as Chairman 
of the meeting. Dr. Bartol, on rising, alluded 
with great tenderness to the great honor which 
Mrs. Sargent had done him by this invitation, 
and then spoke briefly of the history of the Club, 
saving, amongst other effects, that it had exer- 
cised an important influence on the Unitarian 
denomination. He also read a passage from an 
unpublished article of Mr. Sargent’s which de- 
scribed the Club’s foundation. Mr. Channinz 


then made an address commemorative of Mr. | 


Sargent, speaking of him in his boyhood, 
and early manhood, and later maturity, with 


tenderness and regard, as always the gen- 
tleman and true man. r. Channing also read 
a poem of Mr. Sargent’s, and told story of 


his early acceptance of liberalism and the re- 
forms of the hour which were directly in antag- 
onism with the class in which he was born. To 
all outcasts, to the poor, and the negro in his 
days of slavery, Mr. 1 * always held out his 
hand. Io conclusion, Mr. Channing summed 
up with much fervor by saying that our dead 
host was not dead but risen. Prof. Howison 
was the essayist of theday. His paper was 
A DEFINITION OF PHILOSOPHY 

and an examination ot its proper methods. But 
in the end, sb profound was it that the discus- 
sion, though waxing warm, was not the kind 
that is interesting when reported. Indeed, as 
some one said, nobody present seemed quite to 
have agreed in a definition of Prof. Howison’s 
detinitions. At the closing of the meeting Dr. 
Barto] asked Mr. Whittier to give the Club his 
benediction, but the poet shook his head, and 
sat in serene Quaker silence, which was perhaps 
the Quaker way of asking a benediction. Col. 
Higginson graciously remarked in the pause 
that Mr. Whittier’s presence brought the bene- 
diction of itself. 

Looking over the large assemblage of dis- 
tinguished persons that morning,“ said a 
friend to me, “I thought of one who, lke Mr. 
Sargent, has risen and gone before, who once, I 
think only once, sat like a giant.in one of the 
front seats, and, like Mr. Whittier. modestly 
declined to speak, when, like Mr. Whittier, be 
was the most celebrated person present. This 
was Mr. Sumner.” 

I too recall that morning,—it was six or seven 
years ago, I think. But Mr. Sumner replied, 
not in er silence, but in a few well-chosen 
words, that he belonged only to the rear-cuard 
on that occasion, and should not think of 
intruding his words. We all smiled at this, be- 
cause each one of us would bave been rejoiced 
to have heard the words of Charies Sumner. 
But be was wise. The speculations of philoso- 
phy and theology were not in Mr. Sumner's

and be knew it. 
“THERE WAS ANOTHER EPISODE 
of this far-away morning which is so intimately 
connected with Mr. Sargent that it specially de- 
serves place here in this reference to him. It 
was just after the Club bad adjourned, and the 
few who remained by invitation to lunch were 
conversing in the parlor. Of these were Charles 
Sumner and Wendell Phillips. As they were 
standing apart at one moment talking together, 
Mr. n ing them, stopped a second 
or two, and, his face lighting up with love and 
admiration, he put a hand upon the arm of eacb 
and, 8 up at them, said, with a smile and 
0 


an air playfulness, something like 
this: that here were his two heroes. 
Both Sumner and Phillips smiled in 


response, and seemed to appreciate the under- 
current of love and faith that really moved the 
apparently playful remark. This reminiscence 
of Mr. Sumner comes in very pertinently when 
the two volumes of his life and letters are just 
now opening anew the interest which 4. 
once felt about everything concerning Charles 
Sumner. These books, which are as interesting 
as the Harriet Martipeau memoirs, can never be 
found fault with, as those have been, by 
THE MOST CAPTIOUS CRITIC , 
as being ill-natured or severe. Certainly, if we 
may gather anything from a man’s correspond- 
ence, we may gather this of Charles Sumner’s: 
The record of unalterabiv high thought and pure 
aspiration, which constantly places, by natural 
instinct, the personal ambition beneath the ab- 
stract principle, constantly subordinates self 
to the ideal and ideas of pumanity. If any per- 
son can read these volumes and believe 
THAT CHARLES SUMNER COULD EVER HAVE 
BEEN FALSE 
in word or deed, I think that person very much 
to be pitied. Mistaken he doubtless was on oc- 
casion® but never false. He has been called 
also an egotist. This isso common an accusa- 
tion from the touchy, half-m-earnest people 
when they come in contact with a great soul 
thoroughiy in earnest which cannot stop to pick 
ea choose its ways of ag ye that it ought 
ot to count for much. And it does not, when 
sifted down to the root of it, for itis then found 
that no one has ever heard Mr. Sumner boast of 
bis personal successes, of the attentions that 
were paid to him as Charles Sumner, or of his 
own work as something to be van of. He urged 
his views, or spoke of bis work, urgently and 
forcibly, because they were the uct, of 
his most earnest thought, and were, as 
he solemnly believed, in the interests of the hu- 
man race. At one of the early periods of his 
life, when he was nota little restless and de- 
ressed by what seemed to him then his own 
allure to place himself where he could use his 
powers useiully and fully, be writes thus 
TO HIS BROTHER GEORGE, 
who had applied for some office: 

I much regret your application. I do not know 
the office in the country that would induce me to 
make such an application for myself. Indeed, I 
do not know the office that is worth asking for, or 
asking any influence to procure. It is a forfeiture 
of independence, destructive to one's usefulness 
and happiness. Within a few days, & person high 
in station spoke to me with to my receiving 
a certain office (one which I should prefer over any 
Office in the country with one exception).

PHONETIC SPELLING. 


Paper Read by Mr. George D. Broomell 
Before the Principals’ Association. 

Mr. George D. Broomell, of the Central High 
School, read the following paper before the 
Principals’ Association of this city at their last 
meeting in response to a vote unanimously 
passed at their meeting in October, inviting him 
to do so. After the reading, on motion of A. 
N. Merriman, it was resolved that the thanks 
of the Association be tendered to Mr. Broomell 
for his able and convincing lecture, and that he 
be requested to furnish a copy for publication 
in the daily and weekly papers: 

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: I thank you for 
the honor ot an invitation to address this small 
but select and intelligent assembly. I wish I 
were able to do justice to my subject and my 
audience. I can only hope the hour will not be 
wholly without proiit. 

FOUR METHODS OF WRITTEN LANGUAGE 
are conceivable: first, the Ideocraphic; second, 
the Word method; third, the Syllabic; and, 
fourth, the Phonetic. Omitting all reference to 
the history of these several methods, and the 
respective merits and disadvantages of the first 
three, I pass directly tothe fourth,—that is, the 
presentation of language to the eye by repre- 
senting the sounds heard in * This is 
uudquestionabiy the true method for general use, 
and nothing that could properly be termed a 
literature could exist without it. I need not 
say that, speaking in general terms, our method 
is phonetic; but ft is vg | purpose to show that 
the phonetic principle is very imperfectly and 
unskillfully appli The principie is very sim- 
le, and, correctly carried out, would require. 
rst, a careful analysis of the sounds 
heard in speech; second, a character or let- 
ter for each sound; and third, that 
each sound should be represented by its 
own proper letter under all circumstances. 
With such a system, to write or print a word it 
would only be necessary to place the letters in 
the order heard in speech, and the thing is done, 
and always correctly, provided the writer pro- 
nounces correctly. There would be no room 
for mistake. Had we a truly bonetie system 
the labor of learuing to spell would entirely dis- 
appear. Any one acquafoted with the alphabet 
could spell any word that he could pronounce. 
How do the facts now contrast with this pleas- 
ing conception? Our children spell their way 
laboriously, carefully, ear many moe, 
through the eight grades of the primary an 
grammar school’, completing something every 
here and there, but never the spellme. Enter- 
ing the high schools, the 
year of the course. Twelve years for the course, 
in spellin Spelling everywhere and every 
when; speliing oral and written, spelling sin- 
gly and in classes; spelling solo and in 
concert; spelling from card and from 
spelier; spelling from readers First, Sec- 
ond. Third, Fourth, and Fifth; spelling from 
text-books in arithmetic, mmar, geog- 

phy. and history: and, in addition to all this, 
ong lists of selected words are placed upon the 
black boards for no other purpose than that their 
spelling may be memorized. Then, after leav- 
ing school, there must needs be an occasional 
revival of the old-fashioned spelling schooi, in 
which the participants spell at a mark or prize, 
to stimulate to further study in the ortho- 
graphic art.

speech. In the English language forty-one or 
forty-two sounds are used, but in our alphabet 
are only twenty-six letters, and three of these 
arc redundant (c hard is k, e soft is s, and x is 
ks). Twerity-three letters, then, are all we have 
for over forty sounds. Atleast cightcen sounds 
are without signs; and to get themselves be- 
fore the eye they must borrow those of others. 


Great loss and confusion necessarily result. 
Still, a tolerable approximation to a correct rep- 
resentation of the language ht be made 


with this alphabet by ming two sounds to 
the same letter as far as necessary, leaving the 
reader to detcrmipe by its connection in use 
which was intended by the writer; or, better 
still, perhaps, by assigning certain digraphs 


to the unrepresented sounds. In this 
way our written language might de 
made nearly enough phonetic to answer 


very well al! practical ＋— If each letter, and 
each combination taking place of a letter. al- 
ways stood for the same sound a few simple rules 
would render our spelling easy and natural 

But. instead of this being the case, not only is 
every sound that has no letter of its own repre- 
sented in several diflerént ways, but every sound 
that has its letter is perpetually getting itself rep- 
resented by other letters, and by all manner of 
combinations. For instance, we find the sound of 
o represented in each of the following ways. (The 
words in parenthesis illustrate the spelling): By

say that the numberof different combinations, 
witb the single letters, used in the spelling of ein- 
gie sounds, exceeds 300.

In fact, our spelling is perfectly lawless. The 
moment we trv to reduce it to rule we find the ex- 
ceptions so numerous that the rule is worthless, 
and we abandon the attempt in disgust ana despair.

It would seem as if every thoughtful observer 
must admit that our spelling is an 
ABSURD, UNNATURAL, ILLOGICAL, UNREASON- 

ABLE, AND CONTRADICTORY CONTRIVANCE. 

In orthography we are on a boundless sea with- 
out rndder or compass. Currents and counter-cur- 
rents eddies and whir'pools beset us on every 
hand. One difficulty mastered helps little or none 
about the next. Memory is about our sole reli- 
ance. Hence our children are forever learning to 
spell, and adults are always questioning their 
spelling. and everand anon manipuiating the lexi- 
con to recover lost orthography. No one cap tell 
when he hears a word for the first time how he 
must spell it to pase muster, for 8 word may 
be written in many different ways. For iliuetra- 
tron, suppose we have occasion to write the sim- 
ple word rainbows, with no guide but analogy; let

Among the 
dialects that fused into English there were many 
sounds that the n never 5 In 
writing this new language in this ansnitable alpha- 
bet, one scribe would endeavor to express a sound 
by one combination of letters, and another the 
same sound bya different combination. Hence 
early English manuscripts exhibit great ortho- 
graphic confusion; and, on the introduction of 
printing, the orthography was still wholly unsettled 
and very uncouth. Hut the caprices of printer and 
proof-reader gradually grew into a sort of standard 
of orthography; and what had its origin in ignor- 
ance and darkness became law to an age of know!- 
edge. The hatural outcome of all this was that. 
when the written language became in some measure 
settied, the vagaries one scribe were found 
crystallized in one word, those of another in 
another word containing the same sound, those of 
a third in another, and 80 on. 

Then in our attempts at explanation we must 
remember that pronunciation undergoes consider- 
able change as time passes. Many words formerly 
rhymed that now do not, and vice versa; and many 


letters formerly sounded are now silent. We 
have dropped out unnecessary sounds for greater 
brevity and convepience, but still retain now 


uscless letters. 
PRONUNCIATION. . 

I have thus far considered only the difficultics 
and disadvantages of our system in the matter of 
spelling. But they are ecarcely less in leartling to 
read and pronounce. Discouragements and per- 
plexities meet the learner at every step. No one 
can tell with certainty when he sees a word for the 
first time what it is to be called. Every letter com- 
posing it stands for different sounds in other words, 
and he cannot tell which of its sounds to give it in 
the new word. A thoasand.illastrations might be 

iven to show that what is learned in one word 

elps little in another; but time will permit only a 
few. 

Suppose an educated foreigner to be just com- 
mencing to read English. He meets with the ve 
simole word on, which he learns to pronounce, ap 
feels that he has made a beginning. Next he meets 
with one, and thinks it must be on-e. He certainly 
never would imagine that it must be pronounced 
won. But having: learned this he next meets with 
tone, and now th this must be twon, but finds 
on investigation itis tone. His next word is done, 
and be wonders whether it is don, or dwon, or 
done (long o). but finds all these are wrong and the 
word is dun. He learns thate-a-t spells eat. He 
wonders what the a is for, but, accepting the situa- 
tion, he passes on to great and calls it greet, But 
be finds this is wrong; there is such a word as 
greet, but it is not spelled thus. The word 
must de called great. and great must 
de his astonishment thereat. Learni how to 

ronounce own, he wonders at the w, but takes 

indly to it until he meets with down, and callé it 
down. Correcting this, he next trips on shown by 
calling it shoun. Learning the pronunciation of 
do, he thinks doe must be dooy; and when he gets 
this correct he calle does dose. But we cannot fol- 
low him in detail * such words as now, 
snow, ant, want; over, lover; lose, close; river, 
driver; other, bother; rove, prove: ear, bear; 
linger, slinger; have, behave; lumber. plamber; 
allow, swallow; ague, plague; and enough other 
contradictions and absurdities to plague him into 
an attack of the ague. 

We must. however, pause long enough to hear 
him read the following sentence, supposing him to 
have just met with the combination ough for the 
first time. We may well suppose he would be 
obliged to ask what to call the namé, Hough; after 
which he would read (pronouncing ough alike 
throughout) Old farmer Hough took his team 
from the trough and went over the slough to try 
to plough; but he a cough, and the 

round was rough and the roots very tough; and 

sfore he was through he was tired enough. And 
so also would our learner be by the time he had 
mastered all the fantastic tricks of that meaning- 
jess combination.. We may imagine him occasion- 
ally stimulating a weakening courage by pro- 
nouncing firmly the couplet: 
Thouge the rough cough and hiccough plough me 


through 
O’er life's dark slough my course I will pursue. 

A question so much asked in the speliing-fever 
days is wonderfully suggestive of absurdity in the 
letters we use in the representation of words. 
„ How do you pronounce bac-ka-cne?” Gener- 
ally the questioned party did not remember to 
have met with the word, and was usually much 
amused to find after considerable study, that that 
combination of letters gave him backache. 

ow many times do even teachers of long ex- 
perience haveto refer toa dictionary, with no 
other purpose than to ascertain how to pronounce 
a word—a very common word it may be too’ The 
spelling does not tell us: our memory cannot be re- 
lied on at the moment, end we can only look it up or 
risk criticism. When we had a teacher of elocution 
in the High School, it was common to see long 
columns of words on the blackboard that had bee, 
placed there * that their correct pronun- 
ciation might learned. more care- 
fui pupils had lists on paper to be hunted 
down and memorized as they had leisure. They 
were to find out whether the final sound of oaths 
and troths is that of s or z; whether t is silent or 
sounded in Christmas and often; whether i is long 
or hort in vineyard and engine: whether root 
rhymes with foot or boot; whether ch is hard or 
soft in archangel and archbishop; whether u has 
any sound in quote and quotient or not; whether 
the last syllable of mercantile is tile, til, or teel; 
whether e and i are long or short in heroine; wheth- 
er o in sovereign and hovel has one of tue sounds 
of o or of u; Whether in the word pronunciation 
itself the middie syllable is see or she. These are 
samples of numberless questions that are forever 
presenting themselves to the student, and will for- 
ever continue to ‘do so unless our system isre- 
formed, and conformed approximately at least to 
the phonetic principle. If this were done, 99 per 
cent of all the labor they involve would be saved. 

In turning to the dictionary, how often do we 
find the spelling given by one combination of let- 
ters and the pronunciation by a different one. In- 
deed, but for the diacritical marks used this would 
be necessary in almost all cases. But in a very 
large number of words the irregularity is so great 
that no system of marking will enable us to make 
the same letters answer for both the spelling and 
the naming. Spell the word thus,” says the lex- 
icon, ** but on penalty of losing your N- 
polite society don’t call it .“ Suppose a boy 
should apply for admission to one of your schools, 
and when you asked him the usual question, 
‘* What is your name!“ he should answer, When 
written it is Johnnie Williams, but when spoken it 
is Billy Jones, what would you think of his sani- 
ty? Yet is not thie just as reasonable as for a word 
to require one combination of letters to tell how 
to write it, and a different one to tell how to speak 
it’ 


Taking up a pronouncing spelier recently, I had 
the curiosity to note carefully the first hundred 
words I should meet with in opening the book at 
random, to ascertain how many of them used the 
same letters for the spelling as for the pronuncia- 
tion, and I found just five. Thinking this might 
be exceptional, I observed another hundred, and 
found in it but a single one. Here are a few speci- 
mens: Righteous, rychus; leisure, lezbur; knell, 
nel: carriage, carrij; queue, ku; Christen, krisn; 
naughty, naute; neighbor, nabur; wrecked, rekt; 
Tuesday, Tuzedy; pheasant, fezant; clique, kleek ; 
nee jews, Please mark that when jews is used 
n spelling the propunciation must be juz. Surely 
this is exquisitely absurd. 

EFFORTS AT REFORM. 

I will next allude to some of the efforts that have 
been made to reform our spelling. I have seen 
that Dr. Johnson groaned over the absurdities and 
incongruities of Engheh orthography. It seems, 
however, that he made little or no effort to reform 
it. He might, without doubt. have done mach in 
this direction had he the courage and foresight to 
do so when he wrote his dictionary. America’s 
first great philosopher, Dr. Frankiin, took great 
interest in the subject of reform, and invented a 
new alphabet in which he wrote many quires of 
paper. A specimen of it may be seen in Parton's 
life, volume 1, page 527. He ridiculed our spell- 
ing without sunt, and declared only those spelled 
well who speiled ill; that yf was a much better way 
to spell wife tnan the customary one; and that the 
ignorant girl who wrote of her bo spelled far better 

an the educated young lady who wrote of her 


au. 

Noah Webster recognized the desirability of re- 
form, and“bucceeded in effecting a permanent 
change in the spelling of hunureds of words. Pity 
he had not extended the list to many thousands. 

Measured by results, by far the most important 
movement yet made is that inaugurated about forty 
years ago by Isaac Pitman, of Bath, Eng. Pitman, 
however, attempted more than a reform in spell- 
ing. He claimed that our letters are too cumber- 
some inform, and that simpler characters should 
be substituted forthem, at least for writing pur- 
poses. With this in view he originated that oh per 
of writing known ae Phonography. Time will not 
permit me to describe this system im detail. 1 re- 
gard it as one of the most ingenious inventions 
ever given to the world. It is remarkable for its 
philosophical character, its clear phonic analysis 
of the language, and the symplicity of its structure. 
By means of light and heavy strokes, straight and 
curved. and a variety of positions, it represents each 
of the sounds of our language by a single move- 
ment dt the pen. Then, simple as this is, a few 
ingenious devices abbreviate the ordinary repre- 
sentation of words more than one-half; aud a still 
further abbreviation furnishes as the system of 
short-hand reporting now used throughout this 
country and England. Probably verbatim report- 
ing would not be possible on any other principle; 
and when it is considered that without it the news- 
paper of to-day could not possibly be what it is; 
that the administration of justicein out courts is 
greatly facilitatea by 1, and that itis used in 
business wherever correspondence is conducted at 
second hand, the vast importance of 7itman’s in- 
vention may be perceivea.

majority of educated adults, and that it is useless 
to try to induce them to accept so radical a cha 

as would be involved in the introduction of a new 
alphabet, but that they probably could be per- 
suaded to use our present alphabet ina sensible 
and philosophical manner, especially as it could 
readily be shown that they would be consulting 
their own convenience in doing so. His system 
applied each of our letters to the representation of 
its own proper sound, and provided for the remain- 
ing sounds by assigning to each the digraph now 
most commonly employed for the pur 
by a slightly modified’ form of the let- 
ter which it was found most frequently to 
have borrowed. Out of deference to present cus- 
tom the redundant letters were retained in connec- 
tions in whicn their use is unambiguous and nearly 
uniform. His system was not purely phonetic, as 
indeed no system can be with a deficient alphabet; 
but he showed that a few simple rules would de 
sufficient to dispel all uncertainty in the matter of 
spelling and pronunciation. Several specimens of 
the proposed system were given at the time in Tus 
Cuicaeo Trisune. They presented a familiar ap- 
pearance, andcould be read without hesitation, 
even by the uninitiated. 

If the Medillian, or some similar system, could 
be at once adopted, the advantages would be incal 
culable In the simple matter of discarding silent 
letters the saving of paper, ink, and type alone 
would be a matter of no small importance. To 
those already educated the time now lost in looking 
up the pronunciation of wo and in recovering 
forgotten orthography would be saved, in addition 
to that gained by ter brevity. Hereafter every 
child would find the task of learning to read a brief 
and pleasant one. Fully nineteen-twentieths of 
the labor of learning to spel! would disappear. Al! 
the advantages combined would save the workin 
time of years in the life of every well-educate 
person who should§ reach anywhere near to man's 
allotment of three score years and ten. The 
foreigner, 80 constantly coming amongst us, could 
learn to read our langu in a few weeks: he 
would therefore seldom fail to do so, and thus 
would adapt himself to his new surroundings to 
much better 8 than now. Among both 
foreign and native, illiteracy would be far less 
common than now, and. as illiteracy and crime go 
hand in hand. we might reasonably expect a diminu- 
tion in the number of criminals. In consequence 
of this, less would be needed for the support 
of punitive and reformatory institutions, and 
hence that other consummation most earnestly de- 
sired—reduced taxation. Great aid would be ren- 
dered by the new system in 1 aud enlight- 
ening that mass of ignorance and incompetenc 
admitted to ashare in our ques by the Fit 
Amendment. The English language, now spoken 
by more people than any other outside of Asia, 
would spread among other nations and become 
common where it is now tittle known. Another 
advantage of a phonetic system | wish to empha- 
size. Its naturalness would lead a child, almost 
from the first. to perceive a certain 1 1 of 
things; and this would tend to develop his logical 
faculty, from “the very beginning of his course. 
Our present system not only does not 
2 the reasoning powers, but 
is positively and decisively detrimental thereto. It 
is, as we have seen, full of contradictions and ab- 
surdities. I doubt not that many a one who has 
come to nothing might have developed into ripe 
scholarship, and added to the world's knowledge, 
but for the wholly unnecessary difficulty that met 
him at the very threshold of learning. 

OBJECTIONS CONSIDERED. 

I will next consider some of the objections that 
are urged to any change in our orthography. 
Usually the first objection offered is that the vast 
quantities of books and other publications already 

rinted in our present form would be useless. To 

his it may be answered that if we could suppose 
anew systern fully established so wholly unlike 
our present one as to have an entirely new alpha- 
bet. it is plain that for an educated person to learn 
to read the old system would require but a small 
fractional part of the labor that would be 
required to master @ foreign language; 
for be would not have to study meanings, gram- 
matical relations, nor, to any considerable extent, 
spelling. But, insvead of an entirely new alpha- 
bet, the fact has just now been presented that a 
thorough reform can be effected with so little 
change im the general appearance that the new sys- 
tem can be read at sight by any one familiar with 
the old. It is true the old, on account of its bar- 
barous orthography, would not be so readily read 
by one acquainted only with the new; but it is 
known to all of you that many distinguished edu- 
cators believe that the easiest way to learn our 
present system is to learn an analogous phonetic 
system first, and afterwards fill in the superfluous 
and contradictory. If this be so, what is in our 
present books would be more easily acquired 


through a reformed system of spelling 
than it now is. II. however, all new 
books and all new editions of oid 


ones were printed in a reformed orthography. in a 
very few years the great mass of people would have 
all the reading matter they desired in the new 
style, and would care nothing for the old. The 
few antiquarian and scholarly persons who desired 
access to the contents of books not reprinted would 
readily enough learn to read them, and we may 
well believe they would do so with a constant sense 
of satisfaction that such a heterogeneous method 
of spelling had gone out of date before their day, 
in consequence of which they were spared the 
hopeless task of trying to master it. 

It is objected that we would lose the advantage 
of different spellings for words of the same sound 
put different meanings. The paltriness of this ob- 
jection is apparent when we consider that no 
difticulty arises from the use of these words 
in speech. Indeed, but a small portion of the 
words that sound alike bat have different meanings 
have these differences distinguished by their spelil- 
ing. Spelling itself has three anallied meanings, but 
only one spelling. The context determines the 
partioular meaning. The following not very ele- 
gant sentence will illustrate: Of all the saws 1 
ever saw saw I never saw A saw saw as that saw 
saws. In this sentence we see several saws of 
same spelling, but no obscurity of sense. 

But we may even claim au advantage for phonetics 
in the matter of different 1 and meanings. 
For while we would lose the benefit, if it 
one, of two spellings for the same word, we 
would de rid of the dieadvantage of two 
words for the same rea gage as 
large a class as the other. he following 
words will safficiently illustrate this: bow. dove, 

II, bass. lower, tear, read, wind, slough, chose, 
ead, stingy. singer, premise, with, minute, use. 
abuse, refuse, swinger, bellows, wound, present. 
Each spelling gives us two words of wholly differ- 
ent sound and meaning, and which phoneticall 
represented would be quite distinct from eac 
other. 

It is objected that we are constantly incorporat- 
ing new words from other languages, and it is 
asked with an air of being unanswerable how these 
are to be spelled. I answer, Let them retain their, 
to us, foreign spelling as long as they are regarded 
as foreigners. When they become naturalized, 
spell them phonetically, of course. It should be 
remembered that a word in phonetic apparel will 
always meanto the eye what it does to ear 
when ken. 

Another odjection is that pronunciation changes, 
and if our spelling were phonetic to-day it would 
not be to-morrow. Why not? If we once deter- 
mine that sound and symbol must harmonize, a 
change in pronunciation would involve a change of 
spelling, as it always should. I claim. however, 
as one of the benefits of phonetic spelling, that 
there would be far Jess fickleness in pronunciation 
than now. There would be something to hold to. 
To settle the spelling of a word would be to deter- 
mine ite pronunciation, which is not now the case. 
When Dr. Johnson was asked whether nejther 
should be pronounced nayther or nyther, he an- 
swered, ‘‘ Neether.’' So far as the spelling is con- 
cerned, it may be pronounced in any of these ways 
with about equal propriety, and in this regard it is 
not Aigerent from numberless other words. Even 
the dictionaries show much uncertainty about the 
correct pronunciation of a great many words. We 
get no other light in regard to the vowel sound in 
thousands of syllables than that it i ** obscure. 
Now, why thie uncertainty’? Because we do not 
know what is the usage of the best speakers and 
writers, and this is the only standard. Scarce any- 
body has opportunity to determine the matter by 
listening, and the printed page gives noclew. In. 
deed, only a very delicate earcan detect the exact 
sound in many syllables as uttered by a speaker; 
but words written or printed phonetically would 
give us the intent of the writer at a glauce. 

Our objectorssay, If you attempt to reform our 
spelling you will bring chaos for a whole genera- 
tion. answer,. First, we have chaos now, and 
wish to bring order out of it; and, second, better 
chaos fora generation than obstruction forever. 
The best things we have are said to have come out 
of chaos. i suppose a reform would 
not much berefit these objectors, but only 
those who come after.

Practical Suggestions for Fire-Proof Build- 
ing—New Orleans Real Estate. 


| To the Editor of The Tribune. 

UBICcAGO, Nov. 17.—Wisasters by fire are so 
numerous in the United States, now that our 
citics are compactly built, that any means that 
will contribute to lessen the risk is worthy of 
consideration. The only thoroughly fire-proof 
building is the vault, with its double walls and 
double doors. This, if properly constructed, 
will save its contents, although the vault itself 


cannot be built like a book vault, as the enor- 
mous outlay would not return a paying interest; 
still something in that direction can be done 
‘without increasing beyond paying limits the 
20st of the building. 
The excellent system of iron girders, with 
‘wick or concrete arches between, is well known 
© all, but is usualiy considered too costly. 
Tae fire-departments in our large cities 80 
admirably managed that any means of 
ing the spread of fire is a step towards fire-proof 
qualities, as it confines the fire to narrow limits, 
aud is therefore quickly extinguished with com- 
paratively small loss. Something of this kind 
can be accomplished at a small additional cost. 
Let all partition walls extend through the 
roof space to the under side of the roof boards, 
or through the roof. Fill in all wood partitions, 
at top and bottom at each story, for a few 
inches, with masonry. Heavily deafen all floors 
between the joist, and seek every Opportunity 
over supports to build a four-inch brick wall be- 
tween the joists, to cut off communication in the 
direction of their length, aud then cover the 
ceiling wilh iron laths or wire to receive the 
plastering. 1 on the lathing before 
deafening of floor above is laid, a little labor 
will plaster up all communications 
between the laths under the joists. 
By this means a fire can vance 
but slowly, as it must its way foot by foot, 
and a tire might burn hours without spread- 
considerable area, and when dis- 
be quickly extinguished. With- 
cut these precautions a fire might run between 
the joists and within the partitions all over a

There are some points that always require 
particular attention, such as the framing around 
smoke-flues. In almost every instance, unless 
specially instructed, a journeyman carpenter 
Will lay the joists much too near the flues, and, 
after a few years, the mortar between the bricks 
will burn out and let the flame reach the wood.

The New Orieans Times says: 
No piece of property could be bought in this city 
now for less than it commanded a year ago, while 
much real estate can be and is sold at somewhat 
better figures than then obtained. In to 
property-owners and rents, consequent on this 
condition of affairs, our contemporary says: With 
enough money invested in property to give them a 
luxurious income, if loaned out, they (real estate 
owners) can hardiy keep their heads above water. 
They are really, substantially, effectually poor. 
For — the price of property has not sensidly 
enhanc the attempt to advance rents, 
upon the triumph of reform. has failed. This 
is the saddest part of the whole business. The 
rental of alm every house in town was marked 
up. and 80 persistent was the belief that the mil- 
lenium had come that the advanced figures were 
fondly clung to until the result proved that a disas- 
trous mistake had been made. Putting houses 
that had commanded eight hundred a year up toa 
thousand, and bold them at that until seven 
hundred could not obtained, is the way it 
worked.
